Two of the most important addresses delivered at the 
first annual meeting of the American Society of Inter- 
national Law, held in Washington, April 19 and 20, 
were those by Brig. Gen. George B. Davis, J.A.G., U.S. 
A., and Rear Admiral Charles H. Stockton, U.S.N. 
General Davis spoke on the question of immunity of 
neutral property from seizure in war. He _ sketched 
briefly the existing rules of contraband so far as they 
are recognized in international law, saying that they 
represented a compromise between the conflicting in- 
terests of belligerents and neutrals. General Davis 
pointed out the difficulties that confronted England and 
America in restricting contraband trade because of the 
practice of allowing the greatest freedom of business 
occupation to the citizen, while the Continental European 
Powers, with their more highly concentrated ana cen- 
tralized systems could easily impose restrictions upon the 
commercial activities of their subjects. ‘l'o abolish 
contraband of war, he said, would be to deprive the bel- 
ligerent of the right to protect himself from injury from 
the use of the warlike material which the enemy has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining from neutral sources. Sooner or 
later, he said, the belligerent would with great reason 
demand that the neutral States should charge themselves 
with the burden of preventing export trade in contraband 
to a belligerent destination in time of war. Admiral 
Stockton spoke in reply to what he termed a “charge of 
piracy” made by Everett P. Wheeler, of New York city, 
who, in an address, criticized the conduct of American 
naval officers in capturing a shipload of non-combatants 
in the siege of Santiago during the Spanish-American 
War. As a representative of the United States Navy, 
Admiral Stockton made a strong defense of his brother 
officers. Perhaps the most significant of all the speeches 
delivered during the meeting alluded to was that of the 
Secretary of State, Hon. Elihu Root, on “The Real 
Question Under the Japanese Treaty and the San Fran- 
cisco School Board Resolution.” He said in part: “It 
is a pleasure to be able to say that never for a moment 
was ihere, as between the Government of the United 
States and the government of Japan, the slightest de- 
parture from perfect good temper, mutual confidence, 
and kindly consideration; and that no sooner had the 
views and purposes of the Government of the United 
States, the State of California, and the city of San Fran- 
cisco been explained by each to the other than entire 
harmony and good understanding resulted, with a com- 
mon desire to exercise the powers vested in each for the 
common geod of the whole country, of the State, and of 
the city. * * * The people who permit themselves to 
treat the people of other countries with discourtesy and 
insult are surely sowing the wind to reap the whirlwind, 
for a world of sullen and revengeful hatred can never 
be a world of peace. Against such a feeling treaties are 
waste paper and diplomacy the empty routine of idle 
form. The great question which overshadowed all dis- 
cussion of the Treaty of 1894 was the question: Are the 
people of the United States about to break friendship 
with ihe people of Japan? That question, I believe, has 
been happily answered in the negative.” 

The War Department has modified the specifications 
under which special ammunition for the forthcoming 
National rifle matches at Perry, Ohio, will be manu- 
factured. It was originally contemplated that the am- 
Munition should be manufactured under the same speci- 
fications as that ordinarily made for the use of the Army. 
The manufacturers protested that this would tend to de- 





. Stroy all individuality, and the riflemen could see nothing 


to be gained from shooting ammunition privately manu- 
factured if it was to correspond as closely as possible to 
that made by the Government at the Frankford Arsenal. 
In view of these representations, the Department modi- 
fied the specifications so that the contractors “will be 
permitted all desired latitude as to the form and dimen- 





sions of the cartridge case, bullet and primer, and no 
restrictions as to the primer composition will be required 
except that, shouid the contractor elect to use another 
primer composition than that used by the Government, the 
reloading test will be modified to require the cartridges 
to be reloaded and fired but once a day until twenty 
rounds are fired.” This is to determine the effect of the 
primer composition on the cases as affecting the life of a 
cartridge case for reloading. The bullets must be gauged 
and weighed by machinery only, and be not less than 218 
nor more than 222 grains in weight. The powder charges 
must be machine measured and. machine loaded. To de- 
termine the water-proofing, some of the cartridges will be 
immersed in water for twenty-four hours, then wiped dry, 
allowed to obtain normal temperature, and then fired. 
Four manufacturers were eligible, and the Department 
has ordered 350,000 rounds from the Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Company, 350,600 rounds from the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company, and 208,500 rounds from 
the U.S. Cartridge Company. The Peters Cartridge Com- 
pany declined to accept an order. The remainder of the 
ammunition used during the preliminary practice and in 
the matches will be manufactured at the Frankford 
Arsenal, 
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Now that the New York Legislature has enacted a bill 
providing for a commission to investigate and recommend 
measures for reorganizing the National Guard of the 
state, it is evident that the value of the work will de- 
pend largely upon the judgment and practical experi- 
ence of those charged with its execution. If it is placed 
in the hands of a commission, that body should be com- 
posed of men whose names will serve as a guaranty of 
thoroughness, in the broadest sense of the word. They 
should be gentlemen of military experience, familiar with 
National Guard conditions, and versed in military law 
and customs. The presence at the head of the commission 
of a man like Brig. Gen. John W. Clous, U.S.A., for ex- 
ample, would be an assurance from Governor Hughes that 
the investigation would be thorough, fearless and so 
directed as to produce the results which the interests of 
true reform demand. General Clous is an accomplished 
officer of long and honorable service in war and peace, 
and in addition he is a distinguished lawyer possessed 
of the judicial mind in an exceptional degree. If he 
could be persuaded to co-operate with a commission ap- 
pointed to reorganize the New York National Guard on 
a higher plane of efficiency, the: success of the undertaking 
would be virtually assured. It may be that General 


Clous will not thank us for this suggestion, but if he is. 


asked to become the leader of the commission he is too 
good a soldier to evade a public duty so plain and urgent. 
We can bespeak no better fortune for Governor Hughes 
than that any commission appointed to investigate the 
National Guard may be made up of General Clous and 
others like him. 
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The great naval display in connection with the James- 
town Exposition will sharply emphasize the need of cre- 
ating the grade of vice-admiral in the U.S. Navy. The 
American fleet now in Hampton Roads is the most power- 
ful ever assembled in a single command under our flag, 
yet its commander-in-chief is only a rear admiral in rank, 
who, in a foreign port, would be junior to a vice-admiral 
commanding a single ship. As we understand the matter, 
all the nations taking part in the forthcoming display, 
with the exception of Japan, have very considerately re- 
frained from detailing commanding officers of higher rank 
than rear admiral for that service, thus tactfully avoid- 
ing a situation that might prove embarrassing to the 
American fleet commander. Japan, it appears, has placed 
her visiting ships under the command of a vice admiral, 
not with any thought of causing annoyance to our Gov- 
ernment, but evidently under the impression that the other 
naval participating nations would detail officers of similar 
rank. The Japanese vice-admiral will, of course, be 
heartily welcomed, and he will receive the full measure 
of honors due to his rank, but his presence will be a 
pointed reminder that his government is far in advance of 
our own in adjusting this important matter of rank and 
command. This episode at Jamestown should have the 
effect of persuading Congress to take up the reorganiza- 
tion of the Navy personnel at the next session. 
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Statements having been published in the daily press to 
the effect that the estimates as to excavation and other 
work on the Panama Canal, submitted by Mr. John F., 
Stevens, former chief engineer of the project, had been 
discredited by his successor, Lieut. Col. George W. 
Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., Mr. Stevens, on April 23, ap- 
pealed to the Secretary of War for an official denial of 
the press story. Secretary Taft replied in the most em- 
phatic manner, declaring that he had no knowledge of 
any such statement emanating from Colonel Goethals. 
We added that while he was on the isthmus Colonel 
Goethals was extremely anxious that the Secretary should 
understand the kindness and consideration which had 
been shown toward him by Mr. Stevens. The work of ex- 
cavation, and indeed all phases of the canal work, said 
the Secretary, were progressing under Colonel Goethals’s 
management quite as rapidly as they had under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Stevens. As some question has been raised 
as to the accuracy of the figures furnished by the engi- 
neers to indicate the amount of excavation per month, 
the Secretary said that he had looked carefully into that 
subject and had satisfied himself that these figures were 


not inflated. Altogether, the outlook was very satisfac- 
tory. 

Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, has 
already mapped out his plans for compiling a detailed 
statement of the cost of the Philippine Islands to the 
United States, and this work, as already noted in these 
columns, will be carried forward vigorously. It has been 
determined to classify the expenditures, on account of 
the Philippines, for every year, commencing with May 1, 
1898, when Admiral Dewey captured Manila. There will 
be further separation of accounts, so that one can tell 
the cost of the war with Spain, the cost of the later in- 
surrection, and the cost of maintaining the islands since. 
It is the intention to include in the statement every item 
of expense, however remotely connected with the Philip- 
pines, so that the accounting will not be subject to attack 
when completed. The General Staff has been called on 
to furnish certain details. General Edwards believes 
that he will be able to show that the enemies of the 
Philippines have greatly slandered the islands. He thinks 
that $10,000,000 at the most will cover all annual charges 
traceable to the archipelago, and even hopes to scale the 
total down to $5,000,000. 
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There is much opposition jn Cuba to the plan submitted 
by the General Siaff of the United States Army for the 
organization of a Cuban regular army of twelve thousand 
men, the strongest objection being that such a force would 
be expensive and is not needed. The Havana Daily Tele- 
graph, commenting on the matter from this point of view, 
remarks: “Cuba has for her protection from foreign ag- 
gression the Army and Navy of the United States, and 
no army that she could support herself would amount to 
anything for such a purpose. She needs a strong semi- 
military police force to maintain internal peace and order, 
and, therefore, the rural guards, an ideal organization for 
that work, should be somewhat increased. To impose 
upon the little republic the cost of maintaining a standing 
army of twelve thousand men would be monstrous, and we 
refuse to believe that our Government proposes anything 
of the kind. But there is really no danger of Cuba’s ever 
having such a standing army, at least not before her 
population shall have greatly increased or improved in 
quality, for there is nothing like that many men available 
for enlistment in Cuba.” 
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It is more or less distressing to learn that the recent 
Arbitration and Peace Conference in New York is not 
regarded in Europe as seriously as its promoters naturally 
desired. One reason for this indifference is that the 
Europeans who believe that universal peace is possible are 
few in number. “In the second place,” says a cablegram 
to the N.Y. Times, from its London correspondent, 
“Europe thinks that Americans who talk peace in public 
places are apt either to talk piffle, or to profess sentiments 
more or less at variance with the National policies and 
aspirations of their own country. It is expressly pointed 
out that the item of its international policy on which 
America lays the greatest stress—that is to say the Mon- 
roe-Roosevelt-Root Doctrine—threatens the peace of the 
world continuously. Europeans have not much appetite 
for peace preachments from a country they regard as 
guite as bumptious and warlike as any in the world.” 
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Major Gen. Adelbert Ames, late U.S. Vols., has of- 
fered, through the Military Service Institution, an award 
of Fifty Dollars, to be known as the Ames Prize, for 
the best essay on the following subject: “How may 
public opinion concerning the Army and Navy be so 
educated as to secure to the soldier and sailor in uniform 
the consideration ordinarily accorded to the civilian?’ 
Competition open to all persons eligible to membership, 
or associate membership in the Military Service Institu- 
tion; essays limited to 5,000 words; due Oct. 1, 1907; 
conditions in other respects same as gold medal. The 
board selected to determine the relative merits of essays 
submitted is as follows: General Thomas H. Hubbard, 
late U.S. Vols.; Capt. Conway H. Arnold, U.S.N.; Gen. 
Horatio C. King, late N.G.N.Y. 
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The Acting Secretary of War has approved the plan 
prepared by Brigadier General Hall for the selection of 
teams to represent the Infantry and Cavalry in the 
National Matches this summer. General Hall recom- 
mended that thirty-six marksmen of the Infantry and 
thirty-six of the Cavalry be tried out and the method. of 
selection be similar to that of last year. The shooting by the 
candidates will begin about July 1. Each team will con- 
sist of twelve men and three alternates. Capt. William 
H. Hay, 10th Cav., now on duty at the Pennsylvania 
State College, will be captain of the Cavalry team, and 
Major David C. Shanks, 4th Inf., at Fort McKenzie, 
Wryo., captain of the Infantry team. 
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A suggestion was recently made to the War Depaft- 
ment that fraternal orders be organized as a reserve for 
national defense, and that a change in the Dick law be 
requested so as to provide a supply of rifles and drill 
regulations for such organizations. The reply was very 
properly made that such action was inadvisable at this 
time, in view of the act of March 3, 1905, providing for 
the sale of rifles to civilian rifle clubs, which law and 
the regulations thereunder have not yet had a thorough 
test. 
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Writing in the North American Review on “Japan 
and To-Morrow,” Mr. Willard French takes a decidedly 
pessimistic view of the future relations between the 
Mikado’s empire and the United States. He distrusts 
Japan’s ardent assurance that “war with America is un- 
thinkable,” and warns us that her feverish increase of 
her army and navy denotes a purpose which should not 
be ignored. ‘‘We laugh at unthinkable war,” says Mr. 
French, “having no use for it. We shall in no way in- 
vite it or permit it if we can prevent it, having nothing 
to gain and some certain loss, however it terminates. 
That is our diplomatic weakness. Japan has nothing to 
lose; but, besides the certainty of easy acquisitions, she 
has the prospect of the gigantic stride a nation takes in 
war—such a stride as we took in the Spanish war, she 
in the Russian war. If the time should ever come when 
war, to Japan, should be thinkable, she would certainly 
arrange things—as she did with Russia—so that, in spite 
of our ingenuous reluctance, we—even to ourselves— 
would appear to be the one forcing her to a patrioti¢ 
conflict; from which she could not well avoid emerging 
rather more than less victorious—in spite of our en- 
thusiastic appreciation of ourselves. If war had not 
been unthinkable the other day, if Japan had leaped to 
the defence of her subjects, within three weeks she could 
have possessed herself of the Philippines, Guam, Pago- 
pago, Hawaii, Panama and Alaska—without the remote 
possibility of our recovering anything but Panama—and 
then quietly and securely they could have closed every 
port of our thousands of miles of Pacific mainland sea- 
coast, and have held them closed till we granted what- 
ever treaty she desired. If this bare statement is a 
shock to our egotistic credulity, we have but to consider 
it with our eyes on a map, till they become accustomed 
to the light, to see it clearly. We shall not attempt to 
fortify .our island possessions during the next ten years; 
we are too busy building a canal. But we could build 
that canal, and another just like it, on what we should 
save during the time of construction alone if we were to 
present the Philippines, a free gift to Japan, to-day. 
Japan would not take them. She would say, most polite- 
ly, ‘It is unthinkable.” She would not English the rest 
of it, but it would be: ‘I can have them when I want 
them. A few hundreds of millions of dollars more ex- 
pended there will not hurt them, while I wait. When 
the great dry-dock Dewey was sent to the Philippines, 
a Senator in the Senate Marble Room remarked: ‘An- 
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other present to the Japanese’. 
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Are the “anti-imperialists” preparing for another cam- 
paign of slander against the Army? The inquiry is sug- 
gested by the appearance in various newspapers in the 
United States of a statement from Dr. David J. Doherty, 
who is described as the representative of the “Filipino 
Progress Association.” Doctor Doherty states that Fili- 
pino officials in the island of Leyte are in the habit of 
using thumbscrews on certain prisoners in order to extort 
confessions, and that in some cases the screws are tight- 
ened so that blood spurts from the finger-ends of the vic- 
tims. Speaking of one particular instance, Doctor 
Doherty says: “An American officer of the Army was 
present at the torture, but I could not determine his 
responsibility. In another case an American detective 
beat a chained prisoner to force confession. The prison- 
ers were tried in large batches. They had the legal right 
to demand separate trials, but they did not know it.” 
Doctor Doherty’s statement that an officer of the U.S. 
Army was present at the torture, but that his responsi- 
bility could not be determined, is evidently intended to 
convey the impression that the Army is in some way re- 
sponsible for the manner in which justice is administered 
in the islands. Yet Doctor Doherty knew better when 
he wrote. He knows that the Army has no more control 
over the courts than he himself has. The civil authori- 
ties are in control, and in a vast majority of cases the 
judges are natives. Doctor Doherty distinctly states that 
the judge who ordered the torture in the case in point was 
a native. Then, why his attempt by innuendo to make it 
appear that the Army or one of its officers was in some 
way responsible for the infliction of torture? We repeat 
the inquiry: Are the “anti-imperialists” in training for 
another campaign of slander? 
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At the Fort Pitt foundry, Fort Pitt, Pa., were cast in 
1867 for the monitor Puritan two 20-inch guns which 
Capt. W. C. Wise, then Chief of the Naval Bureau of 
Ordnance, proposed to call “Satan” and “Lucifer.” This 
proposition called forth a protest from the pastor of a 
Presbyterian church at Pittsburgh, who characterized it 
as “most unseemly, if not impious.” His letter was re- 
ferred by the member of Congress to whom it was ad- 
dressed to the Department and finally came into the hands 
of Captain Wise for reply. In answer he called attention 
to the foreign custom of giving to vessels such names as 
“Jupiter,” “Juno,” “Vulcan,” ‘‘Venus,” ‘‘Juggernaut,"’ 
“Inferno” and “Diabolo,” names merely intended—iike 
“Tucifer and “Satan”—to convey an idea of the power 
of the destructive agent used in battle. These guns, ar- 
gued the learned Captain, were not intended for peece and 
the utterance of goodwill towards men, but to inflict as 
much mischief and destruction on human beings in time 
of war as their namesake, the devil, tries to do at all 
times. He further reminded his clerical critic that a 
number of clergymen had witnessed without protest his 
act of “christening” in presence of a large assembly of 
ladies and gentlemen the first 20-inch gun cast for the 
Navy as “Beelzebub.” However, the argument did not 
prevail, for religious sentiment was effective in preventing

this use of Biblical nomenclature. The 20-inch gun 
weighed 115,000 pounds, or something over 50 tons, and 
was 21 1-4 feet long, had a maximum diameter of 5 1-3 
feet and a bore of 17 1-2 feet in depth and threw a solid 
shot of 1,000 pounds’ weight. 





While there is little reason to hope for any early ac- 
tion on the project for a large increase in the Infantry 
arm of the Army, the subject is an important one and 
will command the earnest attention of military experts. 
The proportion of Infantry to the whole strength of our 
military organization is much too small, and must be 
largely increased if the Army is to be a symmetrical and 
evenly balanced body. ‘Most nations,” says a writer in 
the Boston Transcript, “throw the great mass of their 
fighting line into the infantry. Of the 570,000 effectives 
in the French army at the date of the latest returns, 
379,000 were’ in the infantry. In the German army the 
proportion is about the same as in France. In our little 
Army, on the contrary, out of scarcely more than 60,000 
enlisted strength, only about 25,000, or rather more than 
forty per cent., are Infantrymen, divided into thirty regi- 
ments. On the peace footing our Infantry regiments 
have a nominal strength of between eight hundred and 
nine hundred, though individual organizations not in- 
frequently fall below this standard. Our theory is that 
in war each of our Infantry regiments will be almost 
doubled in strength by the incorporation of recruits, but 
this is a theory that is difficult to carry into practice 
under the system of voluntary enlistments.” 
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According to a table published in the annual Statistical 
Abstract of the United States, just published by the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, the total value of the 
imports of all the countries for which statistics are avail- 
able is set down at $13,739,697,000, and the total value 
of their exports is set down at $12,496,419,000, these 
figures of exports including only the domestic products 
exported and not including the foreign or colonial mer- 
chandise brought into the country and re-exported. The 
total imports of the countries other than the United 
States are given at $12,513,143,000, and the share of 
these imports drawn from the United States at $1,798,- 
338,000, or 14.37 per cent. of the total.

The total exports of the countries other than the 
United States are given at $10,778,466,000, and the 
share sent to the United States at $1,031,113,000, or 
To insure safe and peaceful 
transit for the colossal traffic indicated by these figures 
is the primary function of modern navies. One of the 
plainest facts of the present age is that under normal 
conditions naval expansion and commercial increase go 
hand in hand. 
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An interesting movement looking to the development 
of marksmanship has been instituted in the State of 
Washington, the immediate purpose being to form rifle 
clubs of the uniform rank of all fraternal orders favorably 
disposed to such an arrangement. This work has been 
taken up by Major Case, of the Washington National 
Guard, and in speaking of it, the Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer says: “No doubt much good will result from 
Major Case’s plan of making the uniform rank of fra- 
ternal orders practically a part of the nation’s defensive 
force. When he first suggested the plan there was some 
little opposition, but all obstacles have been gradually 
swept out of the way, with the result that in a short 
while Seattle will enjoy the distinction of having a num- 
ber of fraternal military rifle clubs to its credit. The 
Government ‘will be very greatly advantaged by the as- 
sistance it will afford these organizations. It will make 
it possible to train a large number of men in the ways of 
the Regular Army, and at the same time teach them 
how to use the Army weapons.” 
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Apropos of the return of the Secretary of War to his 
duties in the National Capital, the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Boston Transcript advises that he is 
enabled “by authority” to contradict a current rumor 
that Major General Wood, now commanding the Philip- 
pines Division, would shortly succeed Major General 
Bell as Chief of Staff of the Army. The correspondent 
goes on to say: “It can be authoritatively announced that 
General Bell will continue at the head of the staff as long 
as Mr. Taft remains as Secretary of War. - General 
Wood will command the Department of the East, with 
headquarters in New York. This command was offered 
Lieutenant General MacArthur, but he preferred to de- 
vote his whole time to the writing of his report on the 
Russo-Japanese War, and his orders to Milwaukee are 
the result of his own personal request.” This, in ac- 
cordance with what has been stated in our columns, and 
we have heard no report to the contrary. 
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In the course of an address before the recent Arbitra- 
tion and Peace Congress in New York, the British Am- 
bassador, Mr. Bryce, ventured some pertinent comment 
upon the conduct of the newspaper press in dealing with 
international disputes. He said in part: “The news- 
papers throw themselves into the fray. They embitter 
feeling, not only by denouncing the other side, but by 
dwelling only on their own case and entirely neglecting 
to state the case of the other nations. Every angry or 
spiteful thing that is said by the newspapers of the other 
country is repeated. Bverything that tends to mitigate 


passion is omitted, In this respect there is not a Pin to 
choose between the newspapers of all countries. The 
value of the object at stake is exaggerated and each Na- 
tion is told that its honor is involved in fighting for its 
own views. Thus the bulk of the people are lashed into 
fury. The governments think that the people want to 
fight, and thus war is declared. * * * The press is Wiiat 
the people make it. Every nation has just such news. 
papers as it deserves. The blame, after all, rests with 
the people themselves, who lose their heads under exci:e- 
ment. They can resist everything except temptatio;).”

Wetzel, principal of the Trenton (N.J.) High Sehoul, 
who attended the congress, went home firmly resolved to 
form a military company among his pupils. He s:ys 
the best way to maintain peace is to be prepared ‘or 
war. He also thinks military methods will improve ,jis- 
cipline in the school. Doctor Wetzel spent the time jie- 
tween the peace meetings in New York in purchasing 
rifles and other equipment for his military organization.

and more surviving female nurses in the United States 
who saw service on the field of battle and in hospitals 
during the war with a view of furnishing Congress with 
facts looking to the securing of pensions from the (ov- 
ernment for these volunteer nurses. “Many of these 
women to-day,” said Mrs. Dye in a recent interview, 
“are poor and destitute widows and too old to work. 
The Government should certainly make provision for them 
and I believe it will next December when the bill w:! be 
brought up.” 
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King Victor Emanuel, the Duke of Genoa, and 2 sreat 
gathering of officials, were present at Spezia, Apri! 21, 
at.the successful launching of the protected cruiser I{oma. 
The vessel is considered one of the strongest typ°s of 


modern warships. 
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According to a despatch from Tokio, Japan, Apri! 22, 
the new field gun with which the Japanese artillery 
is being armed has an effective range of about 8,500 yards. 
Each gun costs $5,000, 
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Rear Admiral Henry N. Manney, U.S.N., who has 
been in Europe on special duty for the last eight months, 
in an interview with the London correspondent of the 
New York Times on April 20, made an interesting state- 
ment as to foreign naval conditions. ““We are construct- 
ing in the United States,” said he, “three large ships, 
each of which will carry only eight 12-inch guns, but 
the entire eight can be used broadside, thus giving us 
one more gun in broadside fire than England has on her 
largest ship. I have been gratified to learn as a result 
of attending the wireless telegraphy conference in Ber- 
lin, that we also still lead in this science. My observa: 
tions abroad confirm the belief that the spark system of 
wireless telegraphy, which we use, has advantages over 
the Poulsen system. In the Poulsen system, used largely 
abroad, the current is said to be continuous, but is not 
of a frequency of oscillation, however, as great as 700,- 
000 per second. Some of the experts we met abroad 
hold that the Poulsen system will ultimately displace the 
spark system, because in some cases the spark must 
travel 2,300 miles to complete the circuit. This is a 
much greater distance than it has ever attained. I find 
we can still give foreigners points on cable construction. 
We are even ahead of the shipyards of Scotland, where 
1 carefully examined the strands of cable and the 
methods of weaving. I also am convinced that the 
principle of the gyroscope, as employed in the Howell 
torpedo, is correct. Of the various naval yards and 
armament works I have visited, I believe none surpasses 
Krupp’s, in Germany. We are, of course, behind in this 
respect.” 
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Mrs. Miller, wife of Lieut. Edward Y. Miller, 29th 
U.S. Inf, detailed as Governor of the island of Paragua, 
ov Palawan, as it was known in the days of Spanish rule 
in the Philippines, has translated from original Spanish 
manuscripts a history of the lives and customs of the 
original inhabitants of the island, which will be pub- 
lished by the Smithsonian Institution. If the natives 
of this island of Palawan were brought to the United 
States and opportunity given them to live in their origi- 
nal condition, they would be five hundred to a thousand 
years behind the times. If given the freedom of a reser- 
vation as large as their home they would require a strip 
of territory the size of Connecticut. If they were on the 
shore they would build themselves huts, raise a scanty 
harvest of rice, barter for trinkets and plates, watch care- 
fully for Moro pirates, and welcome any friendly visitors 
with the best they had. If they were in the mountains 
they would live like the beasts of the forests in the trunks 
of trees or with no shelter at all. They would be clothed 
sparingly in bark. They would shun all foreigners with 
superstitious wonder, or, persuaded to speak, they would 
inquire feelingly if the visitor had catarrh. They would 
hunt with arrows or with poisoned-quilled blow-guns. 
They would feed on worms or vermin of the forest. They 
would be sprightly, dark and sinewy, ready to kill at sight 
or to flee at the approach of too powerful a foe.” 
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At a meeting of maritime interests, held in New York 
city, April 17, Rear Admiral Coghlan, U.S.N., introduced 
and a committee affirmed a resolution requesting the Sec- 
retary of War to order an examination of the harbor of 
refuge at Point Judith with a view to building a landing 
place in the shelter of the breakwater where a large 
power, self-righting and self-bailing lifeboat can be kept. 
The resolution declared that the loss of the Larchmont 
emphasized the need of having such a lifeboat station at 
Point Judith. Capt. Jacob W. Miller, formerly U.S. 
Navy, and now in charge of the marine department of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, said 
that the purpose of the meeting was to consider ways and 
means to secure better inspection and laws governing the 
vessels plying the waters of New York and Long Island 
Sound. Captain Miller declared that Government in- 
spection of the ecoastwise service and on Long Island 
Sound in particular is entirely inadequate for the large 
volume of service. ‘There is no section of the coast that 
is so dangerous as between East River and Narragansett 
Pier.’ said Captain Miller. “The Government allows 
vessels to run which are not fit for a trip. Each steamer 
should have at least five water-tight compartments. I 
think that sooner or later the Government will adopt this 
as a Jaw.” 
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The C.O. of the non-commissioned staff and band, 2d 
Cav., recently requested a decision as to whether a chief 
trumpeter who qualified as an expert rifleman in 1906 
could, under the provisions of G.O., No. 38, W.D., c3s., 
be classed as a “trumpeter,” and allowed the opportunity 
of renewing his qualification. In answer thereto, Adju- 
tant General Ainsworth, under instructions of the Acting 
Secretary of War, said: “According to Section 2, of the 
Act of March 2, 1899, the chief trumpeter is a ‘bands- 
an,’ and therefore, under the present regulations, pro- 
hibited from firing in the prescribed course of rifle prac- 
tice while stationed in the United States (including 
Alaska) or in Cuba. A chief trumpeter who qualified 
as an expert rifleman in 1906 will cease to be entitled 
to additional pay as such at the close of the regular prac- 
tice season of 1907.” 
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The 28d Infantry left Madison Barracks, N.Y., for 
Camp Capt. John Smith, Jamestown Exposition, Norfolk, 
Va., on April 23, being due at Norfolk April 26. The

CHIEF OF INFANTRY. 


The feeling among Infantry officers is so general as to 
be practically unanimous that the Infantry arm, which 
constitutes the backbone of our own, as well as all other 
armies, has not been receiving the proper consideration 
for years past from any viewpoint, that it has not been 
proportionately represented in our general officers, that 
it has not received proper representation on the General 
Staff, that its representatives on our General Staff have 


not been able to secure, or at least have not secured, 
proper consideration at times when such consideration 
was vital to the interests of the Infantry arm. As a re- 
sult we hear mutterings of discontent, which generally 
take the form, that the Infantry should have a suitable 
representative in Washington, D.C., as a member of the 
General Staff who has sufficient rank, not only to com- 
mand proper respect for his representations in behalf of 
the Infantry, but appropriate at the same time to the 
arm of the service he represents. There may not be much 
in a name, but it pleases many of those who mutter to 
have him called “Chief of Infantry.’”’ This name seems 
to indicate that the man with the title is a part and par- 
cel of, and that his interests are intimately associated 
with, the Infantry arm of the Service and with its ad- 
vancement. 

If such representative were located in Washington he 
might be, and probably would be, of great assistance in 
securing appropriate legislation for suitable increase of 
the Infantry. Instead of looking out exclusively for per- 
sonal interests, and special branches or corps, he might 
take a broad view and seek to organize our Army on 
broad lines, and this because he would represent the 
greater or business part of our Army under all conditions. 
In doing this he might avoid, merely as an incident, the 
giving of great prominence to special arms whose func- 
tions, as a part of an army, do not warrant the excess 
representation they have been and are receiving through 
specious pleas of the difficulties attending their organiza- 
tion, equipment, ete. This excess representation having 
been accorded largely through having too many represen- 
tatives in Washington who have been only too willing to 
lend an ear to these specious arguments, the feeling is 
that the Infantry has never had sufficient and suitable 
representation in Washington to prevent absolute injus- 
tice being done that arm. 

Of course it can be, and will be, argued that to have a 
representative of high rank, and designated as “Chief of 
Infantry,” located in Washington, especially during a 
war, will serve to hamper the commanding general in the 
field. Cannot it be truthfully said that this will be im- 
possible when we have a General Staff? Will it ever be 
possible for a commanding general in the field in com- 
mand of an American army to exercise, without improper 
interference, the functions of his office? This certainly 
never has been possible during any previous wars and 
row that we have a General Staff it will be absolutely im- 
possible since everything that is not absorbed by the com- 
mander-in-chief will be swallowed up by that body. Be- 
sides, a state of war is exceedingly short when compared 
with a state of peace, and if the “Chief of Infantry” be- 
comes objectionable during his brief period of war, he 
could be given a command in the field until peace is de- 
clared, when, by reverting to his original status, he could 
again be of inestimable service to the Infantry arm in 
looking after its interests and especially in preventing 
the over-population of the Army with special arms, the 
overplus of which cannot be properly a ee

LESSONS FROM HISTORY. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

After reading your editorial on the “Recent Peace 
Congress” I am reminded of Gen. U. S. Grant’s efforts 
in the same direction, as expressed in the words of a 
distinguished Senator and soldier of the Army of the 
Cumberland. What has he to say in speaking of Grant? 

“In the very moment of his supremest triumph, true 
to the spirit of the cause he represented, our conquering 
hero turned the whole country, conquerors and conquered 
alike, from thoughts of war and struggle and blood and 
viclence to the paths and pursuits of peace by quietly 
directing General Lee to have his men ‘keep their horses 
and take them home with them, for they would need 
them to do the spring plowing with.’ Never in all human 
history were grander words uttered on such an occasion. 
Their simplicity made them sublime.” This was from 
a man of peace. The stay-at-homes—the men who never 
shouldered a musket or in any sense were familiar with 
the odor of gunpowder—might be heard in the same hour 
shouting the sweet refrain of “Hang the Traitors”! 
These were the men of war, the reserves who had paid 
for substitutes the handsome sum of a thousand dollars 
to escape from the practical methods of insuring the 
very peace we all of us now enjoy. 

But what avail all these efforts of the sincere ad- 
vocates of peace before a war has actually begun? Let 
us turn back a page or so in the annals of history and 
see what influence so good and true a man as Alex inder 
H. Stephens had in staying the tidal wave of war, a 
man who as vice-president of the Southern Confederacy 
was an authority that presumably every Confederate re- 
spected. What influence did such words as these have 
upon the people of his section? 

“Pause, I entreat you, and consider for a moment 
what reasons you can give that will satisfy yourself in 
calmer moments. What right has the North assailed? 
What interest of the South has been invaded? What 
justice has been denied?” 

But this was long ago, and nearly a full half century 
has elapsed, this time only to find the very women, the 
most religious element of our land, roused to the pitch 
of frenzy, until it came to pass that the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives sent word to our late lamented 
President (this was on Saturday): 

“The resolution has gone over; I can hold the House 
until noon on Tuesday and not a moment longer.” 

When I repeated this remark as coming from a mem- 
ber of the family of the then Speaker Tom Read, my 
hearer, a late member of Congress, replied: “I remember 
that Saturday vote well, and as I cast my vote in favor 
of delay I remarked in low tone so that Read should 
hear me and for the last time. The Speaker called me 
to his desk and inquired: ‘What did you mean by that? 
I answered: ‘Just what I said.’ Has the peace element 
in our land forgotten the Maine? Has the moneyed 
element in Cuba any immediate desire to see the United 
States troops withdrawn from the islands? Do the 
soldiers of our Army desire to re-enlist for service in 
that island?” 'The answer is found in the columns of 
one of your contemporaries, when he tells us that: “Brig. 
Gen. T. H. Barry, commanding the Army of Cuban 
Pacification, has asked the Department to send him 
1,200 men by May 1. Difficulty is being encountered 
here in securing recruits, The trouble is that the men 
whose terms are expiring now are refusing to re-enlist. 
Within a few months, unless relief is given, the Army 
in Cuba will be down to 3,000. There is one troop of 
the 11th Cavalry at Camp Columbia which will not have 
more than nine men by the latter part of next month, 
unless some new ones are sent down from here. There 
are not enough men now to care for the horses.”

A CADET DEFENDS HIS CORPS. 
West Point, N.Y., April 14, 1907. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In you paper of April 13 there is an article by a re- 
tired officer about a cadet’s article defending the Point. 
He speaks therein about that answer itself being evi- 
dence that something was wrong at the Academy. What 
does he think is wrong? Is it lack of love for our alma 
mater? Is it lack of respect for officers? The first ques- 
tion can be answered in a word. I know “because I 
know” that the men now in the corps love the Point as 
much as any cadet ever did. They are doing their best 
to keep the standards of the Academy where they have 
always been. A first-class club has nothing to do with 
it. I have been in that club just three times, but those 
three visits have not caused me to forget the school I 
am in, nor the standards I must follow. 

The second question I answer by saying that the 
cadets of the corps now, and I speak of first classmen 
particularly, have, I believe, as much respect for officers 
as their predecessors ever did. I have been brought up 
in an Army family and have yet to hear any cadet say 
anything worse about his superiors than has been 
told me “by men who had graduated from the Point’ 
at various times, from the early ’40s to 1900 of the talk 
of the cadets of their day. : 

The original article in the JouRNAL is one which would 
make any man who really loves his alma mater feel like 
answering it; its tone was probably due to the writer’s 
feeling at the time. I am pretty sure, in spite of many 
statements to the contrary, that a first classman is not 
as high ranking now as he used to be, and since that is 
true, how can it be that a graduate can say that first 
classmen are becoming unbearable because they think 
themselves ‘‘better than officers’? They do not think 
that at all, but they do think that graduates have an 
idea that a cadet’s respect for his superiors has de- 
creased since hazing was abolished. This is shown by a 
statement an officer of thirty years’ service made to a 
cadet, that “since hazing was abolished, cadets show less 
respect for the opinions of officers than formerly.” He 
had noticed it in late graduates, and up to that time no 
man had left the Academy through the front door who 
had not had the worst kind of hazing! The other classes 
had not yet gone into first class camp. 

I assure you, who think that cadets think too much 
of themselves, that from all I have heard from gradu- 
ates, the cadets think less of their own importance 
than they did several years ago. Certainly there are 
things which cadets used to do which are not done now, 
and vice versa, but they are not the things which tend 
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toward keeping down one’s conceit. If any graduate 
thinks the corps is going to the dogs let him come and 
see for himself and he will learn that he is mistaken. 
I say it with all respect. to those men, the corps to a 
man is for the Point; they love it and they honor it, for 
what it has been and for what they hope it will be. And 
I ask you this: Can the corps ever fully recover from 
the blow it received a few years back, if men, its own 
sons, constantly knock, and knock, and knock? Can 
any graduate tell a man what the corps has come to, as 
he expresses it, without implicating himself, and I refer 
particularly to one who calls himself a “Young Grad- 
uate”? The corps is, and always will be, as good as it 
evei was; I am confident of that.

ANNUAL INSTRUCTION, N.G.N.Y. 

Governor Hughes of New York, April 23, 1907, issued, 
through Adjutant General Henry, an important order re- 
lating to camp, field and coast defense duty for the 
National Guard. The Governor has decided to try the 
experiment of detailing a part of the force for coast de- 
fense work with the Regular Army. 

It is understood that the field officers of regiments 
are to be invited to be present during the Artillery in- 
struction. We publish the order in full, except that part 
which relates to subsistence and the detail of the dis- 
bursing officer to camp, pay rolls, and requisitions for 
public property needed for camp service. The order is 
a radical departure from those issued in the past: 

The organizations mentioned in this paragraph are designated 
to perform a tour of State field or camp service during the 
coming season: ist and 2d Companies of Signal Corps, 22d 
Regiment, Engrs., Ist, 2d, 3d and 6th Batteries, 1st, 2d, 34d, 
10th, 14th, 65th and 74th Regiments, Field Hospital. 

The major general commanding the National Guard is author- 
ized to direct the brigade commanders of the Ist, 3d and 4th 
Brigades, with such members of their respective staffs as may 
be necessary, to participate in this service of the organizations 
of their respective brigades, and to place organizations attached 
to Headquarters, National Guard, and to the 2d Brigade, which 
are designated above to perform a tour of field or camp service, 
under the temporary command of the commanding officer, 1st 
Brigade, for such tour of service, if performed at the Camp of 
Instruction, near Peekskill. The major general is also author- 
ized to detail such officers of his staff for duty at the several 
camps as may be desirable and to make a sufficient detail 
from the Artillery to fire the morning and evening gun during 
the tour of service at the Camp of Instruction, near Peekskill. 
He is directed to ae! such orders as may be necessary to 

he above into effect. 

"Sl, Gacener having accepted the invitation of the Secre- 
tary of War to detail a portion of the National Guard of this 
State to co-operate with the United States Army in putting to 
a practical test the plan of the Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., for 
the coast defense of the country, hereby designates the follow- 
ing organizations to participate in the service at such times 
and places as may be hereafter determined : 13th Regiment, 
Coast Art.; 7th Regiment, 8th Battalion, and two companies 
of the 47th Regiment, Inf. The C.O. of the National Guard is 
directed to issue such orders as may be necessary to carry out 
the desires of the Secretary of War, relative to this service in 
accordance with instructions received from the War Depart- 
_ of the National Guard not mentioned in the 
two preceding paragraphs are excused from camp or field serv- 
i i ason. 3 
Ee wanes officers of the ist, 3d and 4th Brigades 
will provide for camp or field service, the necessary public 
property and transportation for their commands, through their 
respective brigade quartermasters, in accordance with regula- 
tions. ‘ 

mbers of the organizations above designated as are 
niet ohto te attend for at least five days of the tour of duty of 
their respective organizations are excused from such service 
this season. Members of organizations which are on field or 
camp service shall not join their respective organizations on 
any of the last three days of their teurs of service.

The troops of the 3d Brigade ordered on duty will go 
out as a body, under command of Gen. J. H. Lioyd, and 
the troops of the 4th Brigade, under command of Gen. 

As General McLeer, of the 2d Brigade, 
has been very ill, and has not fully recovered his health, 
he was not ordered on duty for that reason. . 

The troops detailed for coast defense service will be 
divided between Fortis Slocum, Schuyler, Totten, Wads- 
worth, Hamilton, and Hancock. Some of the Signalmen 
may possibly be detailed for duty with the Army in the 
coast defense instruction, 

The statement in the daily papers that Governor 
Hughes bad overriden General Roe’s plans had no foun- 
dation in fact. Before the Governor had directed the is- 
sue of the order detailing a part of the force for coast de- 
fense duty he had received the following letter from Gen- 
eral Roe, through General Henry: 

‘‘Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge your communica- 
tion of April 19, with the communication received from the 
Assistant Secretary of War, for my consideration.

SCOUT SHIPS DURING THE REVOLUTION. 
New Bedford, Mass., April 22, 1907. 

During the Revolutionary War the coast of South 
eastern New England, Buzzards Bay, and the Narragay 
sett country was severely troubled, and finally devastated 
by the King’s forces. In the city of Bedford, then a toy n 
called Dartmouth, wharves were destroyed and the tow» 
burned. During the Revolutionary War spy sloops wer 
employed to ascertain where the enemy’s ships were as- 
sembled. Dartmouth sent more than twenty sloops away, 
in order to spy the enemy’s whereabouts. During tv 
Spanish War we employed fast steamers, the Yale and 
Harvard, valued at $800,000 or more, to watch and scoui 
Our ancestors employed the same means of spying the 
whereabouts of the enemy, using the best means they liad 
at their disposal. j 

I remember, as many old officers of the Navy will re- 
cail, the North River sloop; a great, big main sail, with 
a main boom, fifteen feet, reaching out over the taffrail : 
a hoist of forty or forty-five feet, hoisted up by a winch 
at foot of mast; a big topsail, fore and aft. They carried 
all sorts of produce ; carried negroes, who were slaves dur- 
ing the Revolution. These sloops could go to windward lik 
witches ; they could go before the wind; they could out- 
sail any square rigger, no matter how hauled; they felt 
sure of their heels, and could get away if pursued by any 
square-rigged ship on the wind, before the wind, close 
hauled; they could beat them, and to any part of the 
world. Negroes were brought to New Bedford and Now- 
port, fattened and sold South (the negroes in exchange 
for New England rum.) From the African coast these 
sloops went to the West Indies with corn and produce 
long before the War of the Revolution. They brought 
back sugar and molasses, which was made into rum and 
sent to the coast of Africa to buy negroes to be landed in 
the Southern States. 

The letters that follow have just come to light from 
an old colonial attic. I doubt if they have seen the light 
of day for a century: 





Dartmouth, Aug. 15, 1777 
The Honorable, The Board of War. 

_ Gentlemen:—Captain Story arrived last evening from Vir- 
ginia. He left the capes on Thursday last at eight o'clock 
p.m. The next day at twelve he saw thirteen sail, which he 
supposed to be ships in Latitude 38.20, North, and Longitude 
70.40, West, standing to the Southeast wind at 10.10, West, 
one of which chased him till five o’clock p.m., when she gave 
over chase, put about and stood after the fleet. Oaptain Story 
then bore away, and ran north an hour when he saw another 
ship directly ahead, standing also to the Southward. Captain 
Story steered east and went ahead of the ship. The next 
morning at seven o’clock he saw another ship bearing west. 
At ten o’clock saw another sail bearing 10.10, West, from 
which time till this morning, when he was chased by three 
ships off Nomans Land, he saw nothing. This account with 
that given by Captain Atkins, which I forwarded by Mr. 
Hutchingson, makes it probable the enemy were bound up 
Chesapeake Bay. Captain Story left three ships and two brigs 
cruising between Cape Henry and Cape Charles, but he being 
just setting off to consult Mr. Tracey about carrying his cargo 
to Boston, I must beg leave to refer you to him for any further 
information, and conclude myself.

Gentlemen:—The bearer, Abner Wood, is going to Boston 
with a team by whom I should be glad to receive the sail cloth 
and cordage wanted for the spy sloop.

The cable I will endeavor to get here, to be replaced 
in Boston if I cannot purchase it for cash. The shrouding 
and other cordage we should have sent the sizes for, but I 
have not time now to go over the river, where the sloop l«ys. 

I shall get the sloop finished as cheap and as expeditiously 
as possible, and as soon as done shall do myself pleasure 0!

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ON BEHALF OF THE SOLDIER. 
In an address delivered by Capt. M. Maxon, U.S.A., 
to the Ohio Commandery of the Naval and Military Order 
oi the Spanish-American War at the annual banquet at 


liotei Sinton, Cincinnati, O., April 20, 1907, Captain. 


Maxon said: 


“Alexander, Hannibal, Caesar, Napoleon, Washington 
and even our great commanders of recent date in our 
Civil War did not do a better job than was performed by 
the gunners of Dewey’s fleet in Manila Bay. Their work 
was quickly followed up by Sampson’s men-of-war at 
Santiago, men behind the guns in ships, and the Regular 
and Volunteer soldier, the enlisted man, the man who car- 
ried the rifle at El] Caney and Santiago. Comrades, mark 
the lesson; victory is in the hands of. the best shot. En- 
courage target practice. In ancient times and even in the 
Napoleonic era God was on the side of the heavy battal- 
ions, but now it is upon the man who carries the rifle and 
who can, by a well-directed shot, put an enemy out of ac- 
tion, that the decision at arms must depend. Do not under- 
stand me as depreciating the higher duties or credit due 
to ‘he leaders, but I want to say to you that if they fail 
to appreciate the man behind the gun who is capable of 
puiting an enemy to our flag out of action, they fail to 
do the work entrusted to them; in other words, I ask to 
ascert that the American soldier who fulfils his trust 
should be régarded by the American people as an Ameri- 
cai gentleman. Along these lines I, in behalf of the 
American Army, appeal to you. Many of you are still in 
the youth and. prime of life. A wide field is open to you 
in the matter..of encouraging the military spirit among 
our young men.. Encourage target practice; help to build 
up the National Guard; work for military drill in our 
schools, and Jast, but not least, see to it that your neigh- 
bors do not leok dewn upon the enlisted soldier, either of 
th: National Guard or:the Regular Establishment. Re- 
member kindly the man behind the gun in our warships 
and the man who carries the rifle on land. They are 
ready at need, and no man can tell at what hour they 
may be needed. ; : 

‘Our Regular armed force is dependent upon the people 
for maintenance and efficiency. It is suggested that bet- 
ter pay for the enlisted man, better treatment by the pub- 
lic in times of peace, and the enactment by Congress of 
some feasible plan to discourage desertion is needed. 

“The progress of the American people is due in no 
small measure to the military art which they have fos- 
tered, and to the work of our regular military establish- 
weit which our people have maintained, from the stormy 
Atluntie coast to the shores of the placid Pacific, the 
Arwy has been the advance guard of our civilization. 
Your grand monuments of industry are builded on our 
former camps; your great lines of transportation have fol- 
lowed our trails, and they are marked by the silent tombs 
of our comrades, 

“Remember, it was the men behind the guns in Manila 
Bay and at Santiago, and the well-directed shots of the 
enlisted men at El Caney and San Juan who made our 
country a world power. If this be true, the enlisted man 
of the American Army is to-day entitled to better pay. 
In times of peace we should make it exceedingly hard for 
him (o enter the Service and very easy for him to sever 
connection with it by. hanerable discharge. And last but 
not jeast, the worthy enlisted man should be treated as an 
American gentleman in times of peace as well as in times 
when he is wanted. He has ever been ready to defend 
our lomes.” 
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An interesting G.C.M. case was that of Private Clarence 
E. Crane, a white Infantry recruit, who was recently 
tried at Fort Riley, Kan., charged with “mayhem.” The 
epecification alleged that about Feb. 22, 1907, he de- 
liberately placed his hand on the track of the electric 
car line running from Junction City, Kan., to Fort Riley, 
Kan., and allowed the car to run over the fingers of his 
hand, necessitating the amputation of two or more fingers. 
This with a view to incapacitating himself for military 
service, and securing his discharge therefrom on surgeon’s 
certificate of disability, and the payment of a persion by 
the United States for the injuries received. He pleaded 
guilty, except the words “this with a view to incapaci- 
tating himself for military service, and securing his dis- 
charge therefrom on surgeon’s certificate of disability, 
and the payment of a pension by the United States for 
the injuries received,” and of the excepted words, not 
guilty. The court found the accused guilty, and sentenced 
him (o be dishonorably discharged the Service, forfeiting 
all pay and allowances, and to be confined at hard labor 
for three years. Major General Greely, commanding the 
Department of Missouri, in reviewing the proceedings, 
said: “In the foregoing case the accused, in his plea and 
testimony, admits the facts charged, but denies the alleged 
inteni, viz., to incapacitate himself for service; to be dis- 
charged upon surgeon’s certificate of disability, and to 
obtain a pension. Upon said plea and testimony alone 
the court based its findings, there being no evidence of 
any sort offered by the prosecution. It is considered in 
view of the inexperience of the accused, a recruit of two 
mont!’ service, and his ignorance as evidenced by his 
testiriony on the stand, that there was not sufficient in 
the jacts admitted to justify the presumption of guilt 
upon the essential allegations of intent. ‘The court upon 
reconvening refused to revise its findings as to the latter, 
and in view of such refusal and the failure of evidence to 
Support the findings as entered, the proceedings, findings 
and sentence were disapproved March 29, 1907. Private 


omg will be released from confinement and restored to 
duty.” 
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Private (formerly 1st Sergt.) Elijah W. Leonard, Co. 
M, “4th Inf., was tried by a G.C.M. at Camp Connell, 
Sam:.r, and found guilty of conduct to the prejudice of 
g000 order and military discipline, in violation of the 
62d Article of War (nine specifications alleging neglect 
of duty in not rebuking and reporting disrespectful 
language of a non-commissioned officer of his company 
m regard to his commanding officer; in failure to go, or 
to order the men of the company to go, to the rescue of 
his commanding officer when the latter was being mur- 
dercusly assaulted; in failing to promptly arrest the 
murderer of his commanding officer; making false state- 
ments to his commanding officer; and that he was an ac- 
cessory after the fact to the killing of his commanding 
Officer, not guilty of two specifications), was sentenced 
“to be dishonorably discharged, forfeiting all pay and 
allowances due him, and to be confined at hard labor for 
ten years.” In reviewing the proceedings General Mills 
says: “In the foregoing case the finding of guilty of 
the fourth specification, additional charge, is disapproved. 
While it is morally certain that the accused was guilty 
as charged, that fact is ngt established beyond a reasqp- 





able doubt by the evidence of record relating to that 
specification. Subject to the foregoing remarks the pro- 
ceedings and findings are approved, but the confinement 
imposed is mitigated to eight years. As thus mitigated 
the sentence is approved and will be duly executed at 
Fort San Pedro 22, Iloilo, Panay, P.I. This order will 
be read to each company of the 24th Infantry at the first 
retreat roll call after its receipt and a copy will be posted 
in each squad room of that regiment.” 
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The question whether Gen. Leonard Wood overstepped 
the bounds of his authority in the court-martial of Lewis 
E. Brown is invoived in a claim made by Brown for sal- 
ary as a first lieutenant in the volunteer forces in the 
United States Army, which was submitted to the Supreme 
Court of the United Ctates April 25. The case grows out 
of a military trial of Brown held at San Luis in the mili- 
tary department of Santiago, Cuba, in November, 1898, 
when he was called upon to answer a charge of conduct 
unbecoming an officer, consisting of gambling with the 
enlisted men. The court-martial, consisting of five offi- 
cers, first returned a verdict of acquittal, but when the 
result of the inquiry was brought to the attention of Gen- 
eral Wood, who was in command of the department, he 
directed the reconvening of the court and on the second 
trial and in the absence of Brown he was found guilty 
and sentenced to dismissal from the Service. General 
Wood indorsed the second verdict and in accordance with 
his orders the sentence of the court was carried into exe- 
cution. Brown, who is now a resident of Houston, Tex., 
filed a claim in the Court of Claims for compensation for 
the entire time between the date of dismissal and the date 
of the institution of his suit, amounting to $6,625, and 
the court allowed $658, being the amount he would have 
received from the time of his dismissal until the date of 
the discharge of the other officers and men of his com- 
mand. Both Brown and. the government appealed the 
cese to the Supreme Court. Brown attacks the right of 
General Wood to order a retrial of his case and also his 
right to indorse the sentence, claiming that the latter duty 
devolved upon the President. . 





Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chigf of Staff of the Army, has 
issued orders for the military and naval parade in con- 
nection with the dedication of the statue of Major Gen. 
George B. McClellan in Washington, D.C., May 2. Gen- 
eral Bell will have command of the parade, with Brig. 
Gen. William P. Duval, General Staff, as chief of staff; 
Lieut. Col. Benjamin Alvord, adjutant general, and the 
following aides-de-camp: Capt. W. M. Wright, General 
Staff; Capt. Stanley D. Embick, Art. Corps; Capt. Frank 
Evans, U.S.M.C.; Capt. C. Fred Cook, National Guard , 
district of Columbia; Capt. John M. Rogers, organized 
militia of New Jersey. The first division will be com- 
manded by Col. Charles A. P. Hatfield, 13th U.S. Cav., 
and will consist of the following organizations: 23d Regi- 
ment, 4th U.S. Infantry; one company, 4th U.S. Infan- 
try ; Engineer Band, 17th, 44th, 104th, and 47th Com- 
panies, U.S. Coast Artillery; 4th Battery, U.S. Field 
Artillery; headquarters, band, and Second Squadron, 
13th U.S. Cavalry; Marine Band; six companies U.S. 
Marines; Company C, Hospital Corps, U.S.A. The sec- 
ond division will be commanded by Brig. Gen. George H. 
Harries, District of Columbia militia, and will consist of 
the District of Columbia militia. The third division will 
be commanded by Brig. Gen. Dennis F. Collins, and will 
consist of the following organizations: Third Infantry, 
Battery A, Field Artillery, Second Troop, Cavalry, all of 
New Jersey. 
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The New York Sun says: “The transfer of Capt. 
Charles Young, U.S.A., from Port au Prince, where he 
performed the responsible duties of military attaché to 
the American Legation, to service with the 9th Cavalry, 
which will presently: sail for the Philippines, reminds 
the country of the existence of a West Point graduate 
and Army officer who is a negro. From all accounts 
Captain Young is a competent and well behaved soldier, 
but he has not become a problem—the Department has 
looked out for that. Before it lent him to the Haytian 
government Captain Young served unobtrusively with 
the 9th and 10th Cavalry and the 25th Infantry, negro 
regiments, and for a very brief time with the 7th Cav- 
alry, a white regiment. He was officially attached to the 
9th Cavalry when war was declared against Spain, but 
he did not accompany the regiment to Cuba; the Depart- 
ment thoughtfully made him a major of Volunteers, and 
assigned him to the 9th Ohio, a negro regiment. After 
the war came a tour of duty in the unpaved capital of 
Hayti. He was still on the Army list as an officer of 
the 9th Cavalry, seniority having promoted him to a 
captaincy. Young might have been a brigadier general 
if he had distinguished himself in action with the Moros.” 
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According to the Havana Telegraph of April 19, Brig. 
Gen. Thomas H, Barry, U.S.A., commanding the Army 
of Cuban Pacification, expected to leave Havana on April 
20 for Batabano, where he intended to board a Cuban 
revenue cutter for a tour of inspection. He will go to 
the Isle of Pines, first to Nueva Gerona, and possibly to 
Santa Fé. From there the party will proceed to Man- 
zanillo, and thence to Santiago, where the general will 
look over the battlefield, which he has never seen. The 
next stop will be made at Guantanamo, where General 
Barry will be on inspection of the government reserva- 
tion. Following Santiago will come Baracao and Nipe 
Bay. From this point General Barry will probably _re- 
turn to Havana by train. He will then visit Bahia Hon- 
da, where there is another American reservation. When 
all this has been done, General Barry will have visited 
every post and military reservation in the island. He 
will not complete the coming tour of inspection before 
the first of the month. 
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We look with some confidence for the delivery of an 
opinion in the Grafton case on Monday next, but apart 
from the fact that the case has been before the court for 
probably a sufficient length of time to enable the judges to 
act upon it and prepare a decision, we have no other 
ground for such confidence. It is the custom .f the court 
to deliver opinions on each.Monday when in session. The 
court will be in session again on Monday, April 29. There- 
after it will probably adjourn until May 13, on which 
date it will no doubt adjourn until May 27. On each of 
these dates decisions will probably be rendered, and it is 
more than likely that before the final adjournment for 
the term. on the last mentioned date the decision that we 





so earnestly look for will have been delivered. Immedi- 
ately after any announcement in the case shall have been 
made by the court we shall publish the substance thereof. 





Speaker Cannon, of the House of Representatives, who 
has recently returned from the Isthmus of Panama, is en- 
thusiastic over the progress of the canal project. To a 
Pittsburg reporter who interviewed him the other day, he 
said: “There are no engineering problems to retard the 
work. It is a question of dig. Let them alone there for 
six or seven years and we will have a canal. Digging is 
all that is needed. Not one man in 5,000 knows that 
Lieutenant Colonel Goethals, engineer in charge, built 
the locks on the Tennessee River; not one man in 10,000 
knows that those locks were as great a task as the locks 
on the Panama Canal will be. Let them alone, I say, 
and we will have a canal.” 
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It has been definitely announced by Rear Admiral 
Evans that the fleet under his command at Hampton 
Roads, Va., will disperse on May 15. Two divisions 
will then go to sea for maneuvering purposes, one divi- 
sion will go to navy yards for such minor repairs as may 
be needed, according to the program we announced pre- 
viously, and one division will remain at Hampton Roads 
until relieved by one of the divisions from the maneuvers, 
The four divisions, sixteen battleships in all, are to re- 
assemble at Hampton Roads on June 10, set apart as 
Georgia Day, when there will be a celebration in honor 
of the birthday of the mother of President Roosevelt.

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The revenue cutter Apache arrived at Washington 
April 22 to carry Assistant Secretary Edwards and other 
treasury officials to the opening ceremonies of the James- 
town Exposition Friday, April 26. The vessel has just 
been overhauled and painted at a Baltimore shipyard, and 
looks as fresh and bright as if newly built. As the Apache 
was being docked at the 10th street wharf, Washington, 
she struck the auxiliary power yawl yacht Seabelle, be- 
longing to Mr. Henry Seymour, of Washington, and broke 
off the outrigger over the stern, and otherwise damaged 
the boat. 
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Upon the recommendation of Major General Greely, 
commanding the Northern Division, the War Department 
has ordered that the practice marches of troops be not re- 
quired of those ordered for foreign service for a period of 
three months previous to their departure from their posts. 
This time is considered necessary for the proper prepara- 
tion for such service, and should be devoted to recruit 
drill and other suitable preparations for the special duties 
required of the organizations. 
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First Lieut. Nathan J. Shelton, Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
who has been retired as major on account of disability in- 
cident to the Service, joined the Army as a private in 
Battery A, 7th Artillery, April 15, 1898. In August, 
1899, he was appointed a second lieutenant in the 39th 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry, serving in the Philippines. He 
was appointed second lieutenant in the Artillery Corps, 
Aug. 1, 1901, and was promoted first lieutenant Aug. 7, 
1903. He was born in Nebraska Oct. 12, 1873. 
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Thirty-three applicants for the position of assistant 
surgeon in the Army will take their examinations at vari- 
ous posts in the country April 29. Those who are suc- 
cessful will be made contract surgeons temporarily and 
sent to the various medical schools of the Army for in- 
struction. It is a sad comment that last year there were 
almost twice the number of applicants, sixty-five as a 
matter of record, and the falling off in the number is 
ascribed to the belief that there is not a sufficient induce- 
ment for men to enter the Service. 
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President Roosevelt, April 25, issued an executive or- 
der granting a holiday on May 2 to all members of the so- 
cieties of the armies of the Potomac, Tennessee, Cumber- 
land and Ohio, the Grand Army of the Republic, Sons 
of Veterans and Loyal Legion employed in the govern- 
ment service in Washington who desire to attend the thir- 
ty-seventh annual reunion of the Society of the Potomac 
and the unveiling of the statue of Major Gen. George B. 
McClellan in Washington on that date. 
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The ashes of the late Rear Admiral Albert Kautz, U.S. 
Navy, who died in Florence, Italy, Feb. 5 last, are being 
brought home on the U.S.S. Baltimore, due at New York 
about April 26. The interment will be in the Arlington 
National Cemetery, where the committal service to the 
grave will be read by Chaplain Bayard, U.S.N., only the 
immediate family being present. The funeral services 
were held in Florence, where the Rev. Mr. Croom offi- 
ciated. 


A third attempt will be made by the Quartermaster’s 
Department to build a new pier at Fort Hunt, Va., and 
bids for the work will be opened within a short time. 
Previous bids have exceeded the appropriation. The pres- 
ent pier, built about ten years ago, is beyond repair. It 
is proposed to erect the new pier about a quarter of a 
mile to the north of the length of the old pier, the flats 
being dredged to deep water. 








Section 3, of Article 6, of the constitution of the 
Tennessee Society in New York, provides that “non- 
resident members in the Service of the United States 
Army or Navy shall be exempt from the payment of 
dues.”

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Brig. Gen. John W. Bubb, U.S.A., an officer of dis- 
tinguished service, was retired for age on April 26, 1907. 
He was born in Pennsylvania, April 26, 1843, and as a 
private, sergeant and first sergeant, 12th U.S. Inf., he 
served through the Civil War, taking part in the follow- 
ing campaigns and actions: Siege of Yorktown, Va., 1862; 
Malvern Hill, Va., July, 1862; Antietam, Md., September, 
1862; Chancellorsville, Va., May, 1863; Rappahannock, 
Va., August, 1863; Campaign to Petersburg, 1864; 
Bathesda Church, Va., June, 1864; North Anna River, 


May, 1864; Weldon Railroad, near Six-Mile House, 
Aug. 18 and 19, 1864; Battle of Gaines Mill, Va., June, 
1862; Bull Run, Va., August, 1862; Fredericksburg, Va., 
December, 1862; Gettysburg, Pa., July, 1863; Wilder- 
ness, Va.. May, 1864; Laurel Hill, Va., May, 1864; 
Spottsylvania C.H., Va., May, 1864; Petersburg, Va., 
June, 1864, and siege to August 17, 1864. He was a 
prisoner in Libby, Bell’s Island and Salisbury from 
Aug. 19, 1864, to April, 1865. He served as chief com- 
missary, General Crook’s campaign, against hostile Sioux 
Indians, from May to October, 1876, participating in en- 
gagements at Rose Bud, Tongue River and Colonel Miles’s 
attack on village at Slim Buttes. General Bubb was 
given high praise for his bravery during Indian cam- 
paigns, and Congressman J. F. Finerty, in describing an 
act of bravery in Wyoming in 1876, in his book, ‘“*War- 
path and Bivonac,” says: “Some officers informed us that 
the ferry between the camp and Fort Fetterman had 
broken down, and that we could not get our mail or 
send despatches. The river at that point is so rapid 
and so full of whirlpools that few men care to swim it, 
and most horses refuse to do so. A wagon-driver, to- 
gether with a sergeant and two private soldiers of the 
2d Cavalry, tried the experiment of swimming their 
horses over a few days before, and all were drowned. It 
was absolutely necessary for us to cross the river. When 
we reached the ferry we found that it had been patched 
up in a temporary manner, and concluded to go across. 
When near the Fetterman bank the rope broke, and we 
should have been swept down the stream at the imminent 
risk of drowning, but for the heroism of Lieutenant and 
Commissary Bubb, who plunged into the river on horse- 
back, caught the cable which somebody threw toward him, 
and towed us in safety to-shore, amid the plaudits of the 
spectators.” General Bubb, while on duty in General 
Crook’s Big Horn and Yellowstone expeditions, was one 
of four officers with fifty picked men of the 3d Cavalry, 
who were ordered to reach Deadwood to obtain supplies 
for General Crook’s command. General Bubb also bore 
a despatch to General Sheridan. He was commanding 
his company at Gem, Shoshone county, Idaho, enforcing 
martial law and protecting life and property in that dis- 
trict during the mining riots, from July 12 to Nov. 15, 
1892. His service in the Philippines since March 10, 
1899, included the following: Commanded battalion, 4th 
Inf., at LaLoma Church, March 11 to June 15, 1899, 
and on expedition to San Mateo, Mariquina, Antipolo, 
Tay Tay, Santa Teresa, Mororg, Angona and Sautalon, 
June 2 to 8, 1899; commanded battalion in engagement 
against large force of Insurgents on Dasmarinas Road, 
about six miles south of Imus, June 19, 1899; command- 
ing battalion, 4th Inf., from June 30, 1899, to Aug. 6, 
1899 ; commanded regiment during expedition under Brig. 
Gen, Theodore Schwan, U.S.V., against insurgents in 
Cavite Province from Oct. 7 to 14, 1899; in action at 
Cavite Viejo, Oct. 8, 1899, and at Noveleta, same date; 
in command of separate column, Oct. 9 and 10, 1899; 
in action near San Francisco de Malabon, Oct. 10, 
1899, resulting in capture of that place; joined 12th In- 
fantry on promotion to lieutenant colonel, Nov. 4, 1899, 
and commanding that regiment since that date; engaged 
in campaigning against insurgents, Ist Brigade, 2d Div., 
Sth Army Corps, and 3d District, Dept. of Northern 
Luzon. He was recommended by Major General Law- 
ton, U.S.V., for the brevet of colonel in the Regular Serv- 
ice for action near Dasmarinas, June 19, 1899. He 
left the Philippine Islands March 31, 1902, for the U.S., 
and again left for service in the Philippines, March 1, 
1904, and returned. to the States as brigadier general, 
April 16, 1906. 
details of detached service at various places and posts, 
and it is worthy of special note that, during his forty-six 
years of active service, his only sickness was from Oct. 
19 to Nov. 1, 1899, inclusive, at which time he was con- 
fined to his quarters. 

Capt. Lester W. Cornish, 9th U.S. Cav., who was re- 
tired for physical disability incident to the Service from 
April 18, 1907, with the rank of major, was born in 
Massachusetts, March 26, 1859, and was graduated: from 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1881, as a second lieutenant, and 
was assigned to the 5th Cavalry. He was promoted cap- 
tain, 9th Cay., Oct. 16, 1898. 

First Lieut. Pressley K. Brice, Art. Corps, U.S.A., who 
has been retired, with the rank of captain, on account of 
disability incident to the Service, was born in South Caro- 
lina, Feb. 19, 1898. He was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. as a second lieutenant in June, 1900, and was as- 
signed to the 14th Infantry. He was transferred to the 
Artillery Corps in April, 1901, and was promoted a first 
lieutenant ir July of that year. 

Lieut. Col. James Parker, 13th U.S. Cav., promoted 
colonel on April 18, 1907, vice Thomas, appointed briga- 
dier general, is an officer of ripe experience, and was born 
in New Jersey, Feb. 20, 1854. Upon graduation from 
the U.S.M.A., June 14, 1876, as a second lieutenant, 
he was assigned to ‘the 4th Cavalry, and his first assign- 
ment to duty took him to the Far West. Here he was 
actively engaged in scouting against Indians and pursuing 
horse thieves. Among other duties he was also with Mac- 
kenzie’s expedition into Mexico, June 13-28, 1878, and 
thereafter was on frontier duty at various posts. While 
scouting in Arizona he was engaged in the fight of Devil's 
Creek, May 22, 1885. He reached the grade of captain. 
4th Cav., Oct. 2, 1888, and was acting superintendent of 
the Segucia National Park during 1893 and 1894, and 
was instructor of Cavalry tactics at the U.S.M.A., and 
commanded the detachment of Cavalry there from August. 
1894, to May, 1898. Ai the outbreak of the war with 
Spain he rendered important service as mustering-in offi- 
cer of New York state troops. In May. 1898, he was ap- 
pointed major in the 12th New York Volunteers, and 
lieutenant colonel Oct. 1 of the same year. He served 
with the regiment in Southern camps and in Cuba. He 
was inspector, 2d Brigade, 3d Division, Ist Army Corps, 
and inspector of the sanitation camp of the 1st and 3d 
Army Corps at Chickamauga, and was provost-marshai, 
District of Mantanzas, Cuba, early in 1898 and 1899. He 
was in command of the U.S. forces at Cardenas, Cuba, 
during March, 1899. He went to the Philippines in the 
summer of 1899, where he took part in operations against 
the insurgents, and among other duties had command of 
a column at the capture of San Mateo, Aug. 12, 1899,

and in action at Calamba, Oct. 3, 1899. He was appoint- 
ed lieutenant colonel, 42d U.S. Volunteers, Aug. 17, 1899, 
and was transferred to the 45th U.S. Volunteers, Sept. 1, 
1899.

An international agreement has been reached in regard 
to the use of wireless telegraphy in time of war.

ADVANTAGES OF MILITARY TRAINING. 


Professor Munsterberg, of Harvard, was subjected to a 
very unpleasant form of contradiction by Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie when, at the recent peace congress, he ventured 
to suggest that the reasoning people of his native Ger- 
many were not indisposed to the principle of universal 
military service as illustrated in that country. If Mr. 
Carnegie will take the trouble to inquire of professors in 
the home universities of Germany he will find that they 
agree with Professor Munsterberg. The educated Ger- 
man is accustomed to reason from facts and to accept the 
result of such reasoning even where it goes counter to 
sentiment, or ‘to previous mistaken conceptions resulting 
from ignorance. The experience of a generation of uni- 
versal military service in Germany shows that the eco- 
nomic results are precisely the opposite of what the sen- 
timentalist would have us believe, and hence the accept- 
ance by educated Germans of military service. It is 
found that the’ productive capacity of Germany as the re- 
sult of army training has been so increased by the devel- 
opment of the individual German as an industrial force 
that the cost of the army is no longer regarded as a bur- 
densome tax upon industry, such as the theorists insist 
that it must be of necessity. 

Statistics show that the average chest measurement of 
the Germans subjected to military training during the 
past thirty years has increased one and a-half inches and 
the average life of the German has lengthened correspond- 
ingly. Moreover, army experience increases the earning ca 
pacity of the young German who has been subjected to 
the most admirable possible training in habits of obedi- 
ence, order, neatness, regularity and systematic work, be- 
sides gaining a respect for authority and the habit of 
working in concert with others in obedience to orders. As 
the result of this, employers of labor greatly prefer the 
men who have had army training to those without it. The 
slouchy farmer’s lad under military discipline becomes a 
well set-up man, alert in his habits and moving methodic- 
ally and promptly in obedience to orders. Special atten- 
tion is given in the German army for one thing to train- 
ing the soldier in the habit of observation. The recruit is 
sent into a room, for example, for a given time and told 
to report what he sees there. This process is repeated un- 
til he has thoroughly learned his lesson. When sent out 
with a réconnoitering party he is subjected to the same 
training. 

The frightful loss of life and limb in this country in 
accidents by rail is in part due to the unwillingness of 
the average American to pay strict obedience to orders. 
This is illustrated by the recent experience of the vice- 
president of one of our principal railroads, The train 
on which he traveled having been halted, he went back to 
see whether the rear brakeman had followed his instruc- 
tions to run back to flag any train approaching from the 
rear on the same track. Finding that the flagman had 
wholly neglected this important duty, he was promptly 
sent back, and none to soon, for a train following ad- 
vanced so far that it bumped into the rear of the halted 
train. But for the presence of his superior the flagman 
would have neglected his duty and there would have been 
an end-on collision with the accompanying loss of life. 

In Everybody’s Magazine for April Carl Snyder shows 
that in 1903 the loss by railroad accidents in this country 
per million passengers carried was .51, in Germany only 
08, and in France only .02. The corresponding figure for 
the United States in 1905 was .72. This is to say, in the 
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United States the number for 1905 was anywhere from 
ten to thirty. times that of the leading European countries 
in 1903. Mr. Snyder says: “In 1895 our railways killed 
170 passengers; 181 the year following. In 1905 they 
killed 537. The number of passengers injured rose from 
9375 to 10,457. Consider that the passenger mileage in 
these ten years increased ninety-six per cent. (though the 
actual! number of passengers increased only forty-six per 
ceut.), while the number of persons killed rose 216 per 
cnt. and the total number killed and injured 332 per 
cnt. In 1905 it was twice as dangerous to travel on a 
railway train or to work for a railway company in the 
United States as it was in 1895. This is ten per cent. 
increase Of risk a year. In 1907 it is still worse. 

“Jn ihe nineteen years since the Interstate Commerce 
Commission began the collection of facts about accidents, 
nearly 6,000 passengers, over 48,000 employees, and near- 
y 90,000 other persons have been killed on American rail- 
ways, and nearly one million more have been crippled or 
maimed, scalded or crushed, disfigured or invalided.”” The 
total loss by war in all of the world has not approached 
this in the same time, and in this country it has been 
only a very small fraction of one per cent. of this total, 
005. And yet what an outcry there is about the loss in 

> war by those who have been wholly silent concerning the 

' fearful, and to a large extent unnecessary, destruction of 

" jife upon American railroads! When we first began, some 
years ago, to call attention to this loss we were almost 
wholly alone in the press, a single article in the Atlantic 
Monthly by President Eliot of Harvard being all we re- 
member seeing at that time. Now that the railroads have 
ceased to distribute favors to the newspapers, the subject 
of railroad waste of life is being more and more agitated. 
Whether there is any relation between these two facts, or 
whether it is only a coincidence, we cannot say. 

Other facts than those relating to the insubordination 
and carelessness of railroad employees might be cited to 
show that we would have much to gain in this country 
from military training aside from the increase in the se- 
‘curity of the fatherland. The outery against it by the 
dreamer and sentimentalist, under the lead of a retired 
‘iron monger, who owes at least part of his vast wealth 
to the manufacture of the instruments of war, would be 
criminal if it were not for the ignorance which prompts 
it and which is in itself criminal.

THE QUEER SITUATION IN CUBA. 
We are so accustomed to receiving cheering and san- 
guine reports from our genial Secretary of War on every 
problem to which he addresses himself that any evasive 





or doubtful expression regarding the situation in Cuba as . 


disclosed by his recent visit to the island would have been 
disappointing. He has the amiable habit of looking on 
‘the bright side of things. When anything strikes him as 
less satisfactory than it might be, he philosophically 
points out that it might be worse—then goes on his way 
radiating sunshine and hope. This is the tenor of the 
message he brings from Cuba. He assures us that, “under 
-the circumstances,” matters down there must be con- 
sidered in a satisfactory condition. Excellent order, he 
says, prevails throughout the island, though he admits 
that there is a good deal of suppressed political excite- 
/ment. Secretary Taft speaks in the highest terms, and 
) justly so, of the work of Brigadier General Barry, com- 
/ nanding the Army of Cuban Pacification,; and of Judge 
/Magoon, the Provisional Governor of the island, with 
whom rests the perplexing task of laying the foundations 
‘for the restoration of the Cuban republic. 
That the American Government and its representatives 
have done and are doing their utmost to re-establish 
stable conditions in Cuba admits of no doubt whatever. 
Our officiais, both civil and military, have spared no effort 
‘0 accomplish that result, but while they have restored 
order and provided ample protection for life and property, 
they have received little or no practical co-operation from 
the Cubans themselves, and this is the disheartening and 
lisquieting fact of the whole situation. ‘So far as we can 
see, the Cuban people have not turned a hand in the diffi- 
cult task of re-establishing their government, but have 
ileft the Americans to do all the work and contented them- 
selves with eriticising the results accomplished. The 
Suppressed political excitement, to which Secretary Taft 
makes cautious allusion, is not wholly suppressed.

Cuba’s sovereign rights, for the reason that the sites for 
naval stations at Guantanamo and Bahia Honda, which 
she ceded to us after the Spanish War, might be garri- 
soned permanently under the terms of the purchase. 
Under such an arrangement, with a force of American 
troops on the north shore of the island and another on 
the south, we should be able to give the established gov- 
ernment of Cuba a certain moral support that would tend 
to disconrage any revolutionary movement. And _ inas- 
much as Secretary Taft is quoted as saying that when the 
Cuban republic is restored the United States will guaran- 
tee its stability, we do not see how that can be done in 
any other way as effectively as in the manner suggested 
above, 

The situation in Cuba is queer, to say the least. It is 
not believed that the republic can be re-established be- 
fore the summer of 1908, and in that case the Army of 
Pacification cannot be formally withdrawn much, if any 
earlier, than January 1, 1909. Those conditions mean 
a vast increase of work for the United States Army, a 
possible extension of the tour of duty in the Philippines, 
and greater frequency in changes of station.. The outlook 
and present conditions combine to afford a convincing ar- 
gument in favor of Army increase.

With a decision of the Rhode Island court to the effect 
that amusement managers have the right to exclude from 
their houses those who wear the uniform of the U.S. 
Navy and the investigation which is now being conducted 
by Secretary Metcalf of the Navy as to the alleged ex- 
clusion of two marines from the Library of Congress in 
Washington, it seems likely that the status of the man in 
uniform will soon be finally decided. The Rhode Island 
ease is that of Chief Yeoman Fred J. Buenzle, U.S.N., 
who was barred from a dance hall in Newport on the 
ground that he was wearing the uniform of the Navy and 
that other persons present in the hall objected to him on 
that score. He had paid the entrance fee and when re- 
quired by the manager to withdraw refused to accept the 
return of his money. Upon bringing suit for damages the 
court decided that the rights of an enlisted man or officer 
differed in no respect from those of a civilian, and when 
the proprietor of a place of amusement barred either from 
his house, the plaintiff could only recover the money paid 
for admission. ‘The incident occurred last September. 
In the Washington case, which has not yet come up offi- 
cially as to statement of fact, it appears that two marines 
from the local barracks visited the library, which is one 
of the show places of the city, and were asked to leave by 
the chief of the watchmen, on the ground that they were 
flirting with young women visitors. On their return to 
the barracks the marines reported the matter to the offi- 
cer of the day, who communicated with Secretary Met- 
calf. The story told by the library officials differs ma- 
terially. ‘They state that the library has repeatedly been 
made a place of meeting by individuals of the opposite 
sexes and that they are trying to break up the custom. 
They assert that they recognized in the marines old of- 
fenders and it was only after repeated warnings and fi- 
nally boisterous conduct that they were put out of the 
building. It is claimed that the two marines in question 
had been annoying young girls in the library for some 
time to such an extent that library patrons have observed 
and reported it; that two. girls had been advised to leave 
the reading room proper and sit at a table in an adjoining 
aleove in order to escape the attention that was being 
forced upon them and that they did so; that other young 
women felt compelled to leave the building altogether to 
get away from the “mashers,” and that still others shifted 
their seats for the same purpose. Girls were followed 
to the drinking fountains, to the cases in the print room 
and from place to place in the reading room, until the 
matter became intolerable. These statements, which rest 
upon the report of the watchman of the building, are flat- 
ly contradicted by the two marines in question, Corporal 
Frye and Private Elliot. In his statement Corporal Frye 
declares that he and Elliot were not flirting with the 
women. He says that when he and his companion ex- 
plained to the watchman that they knew the women con- 
cerned, the watchman replied that their “uniform was too 
conspicuous, anyway.” Corporal Frye’s statements are 
certified to by the women. No statement has yet been 
obtained from Elliot, who left Washington last Thursday 
to join the marine guard of the battleship Kansas, at 
Philadelphia. It is intended to make a thorough investi- 
gation as to whether the marines were ejected on account 
of their uniforms, and, if so, to put the case before the 
President and ask for the dismissal of the watchman, Cap- 
tain Wurdeman, in commenting on the general situation, 
observed: “These marines are not the only offenders. 
This library is a regular clearing house for mashers and 
tiirters of the high-school grades; and, I must say, many 
young girls come here for no other purpose than to pick 
up a flirtation. The youngsters crowd to the back seats, 
roost in the alcoves, hide behind the high catalogue cases, 
loll in the corridor windows and fill the benches in the 
rotunda. This is a public place and we do not know just 
how far to go in checking these performances. It is a 
delicate matter.” 
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We have been asked as to the date at which an officer 
appointed to the Army commences to receive his pay. 
This question was fully considered in the opinion of the 
U.S. Supreme Court, rendered in the case of Marbury vs. 
Madison. In this case the Court said: “Some point of 
time must be taken when the power of the executive offi- 
cer over an officer, not removable at his will, must cease. 
That point of time must be when the constitutional power 





been exercised when the last act, required from the per- 
son possessing the power, has been performed. This last 
act is the signature of the commission. The transmission 
of the commission is the sole act of the officer to whom 
that duty is assigned,. and may be accelerated or retarded 
by circumstances which can have no influence on the ap- 
pointment. If the transmission of a commission be not 
necessary to give validity to an appointment, still less is 
its acceptance. The appointment is the sole act of the 
President ; the acceptance is the sole act of the officer, 
and is, in plain, common sense, posterior to the appoint- 
ment. As he may resign, so may he refuse to accept; 
but neither the one nor the other is capable of rendering 
the appointment a nonentity. A commission bears date, 
and the salary of the officer commences from his appoint- 
ment, not from the transmission or acceptance of his 
commission. When a person, appointed to any office, 
refuses to accept, the successor is nominated in the place 
of the person who had been previously in office. When 
a commission has been signed by the President, the ap- 
pointment is made; and, where the officer is not removable 
at the will of the executive, the appointment is not re- 
vocable, and cannot be annulled. It has conferred legal 
rights which cannot be resumed ; and the commission itself 
is only evidence of such appointment. 1 Cranch, 137-180, 
passim. 
Nott and Huntington, 97.)” In case of United States 
vs. Le Baron: ‘An appointment becomes complete upon 
signature of commission, and when the appointee complies 
with such conditions as may have been imposed by law, 
as to bonds, oath of office, ete., he is entitled to all the 
benefits of that complete action—19 Howard, 78. In 
case of United States vs. Bradley: Held that giving a 
bond was merely a ministerial act for the security of the 
Government, and was not a condition precedent to author- 
ity of the appointee to perform the functions of his office, 
and that the appointment was complete when “made by 
the President and confirmed by the Senate.”—10 Peters, 
844. Practice goes even beyond this, for we know of 
officers who exercised command during the Civil War 
without ever receiving a commission. The appointments 
were so numerous then that it was impossible for the

That simple statement explains why they are hated by 
the lawless elements and why desperate but, happily, un- 
successful, attempts have been made to destroy their or- 
ganization. A recent example of constabulary work is 
thus described by the Wilkesbarre, Pa., Record: “Not 
long ago a certain foreigner, who was guilty of about as 
many crimes of the calendar as one man could very easily 
commit, was badly wanted by the local authorities, He 
worked in a mine and, armed with a small arsenal, he 
dared any constable to arrest him, Captain Page ordered 
a trooper to get the man. Although the trooper had never 
been in a mine, he unhesitatingly went down the shaft 
and made the arrest, his audacity overawing the des- 
perado.”

It is stated that the suit for damages brought by Chief 
Yeoman Fred J. Buenzle, U.S.N., against the proprietors 
of an amusement resort in Newport, from which he was 
excluded because he was clad in the Navy uniform, will 
be taken up to the Supreme Court of the United States 
on appeal from the Superior Court of Rhode Island, in 
which it was recently decided in favor of the defendant. 
Commenting on this case, the Boston Transcript says: 
“In the case under consideration by the Rhode Island 
Court, sentiment appears to have been wholly with one 
side and law with the other. A well-behaved, temperate 
man was denied the amusement he tendered payment for 
because he was in uniform. The reason for his exclusion 
is frankly admitted. Considering his character, he suf- 
fered what may bé deemed a hardship for which the law 
affords no remedy. Therein he is no different from any 
other citizen, the general spirit of our laws being that a 
soldier or man-of-warsman is simply a citizen who has 
chosen the Army or Navy as a livelihood, and by so doing 
does not acquire any special civic right setting him above 
the community. In the Service he is bound by its rules 
or regulations, but: when off duty and mingling with 
civilians he comes under the same civic code as the ordi- 
nary citizen. Indeed, it is difficult to see how special 
civic exemptions can be made for soldiers and sailors 
without constituting them a privileged class, a thing in- 
tolerable to our Constitution.” 
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NAVAL REVIEW AT HAMPTON ROADS. 

At the time of our going to press everything was in read- 
iness for the grand naval display in Hampton Roads, Va., 
on April 26, incident to the opening of the Jamestown 
Exposition. The great fleet of United States warships, 
the most powerful ever assembled in Hampton Roads, 
were all looking at their best on April 23, ready to receive 
the foreign warships due to take part in the celebration. 

The German cruiser Roon, followed by her consort, the 
Bremen, dropped anchor on Apri] 24. They were the first 
of the foreign warships to arrive. Soon after the Argen- 
tine corvette, Presidente Sarmiente, arrived. 

The four British armored cruisers under Rear Admiral 
Neville arrived early on April 24, and were escorted to 
their position in line by the U.S.S. McDonough, the Brit- 
ish flagship, Good Hope, dropping anchor just, abeam of 
the U.S.S. Louisiana. 

The two Austrian war vessels also arrived shortly af- 
ter the British vessels, under the escort of one of the 
destroyers, and were shown to an anchorage abeam of 
the Kearsarge and the Kentucky. All the vessels gave 
and received the usual salutes, which were followed by 
cfficial calls. 

A courtesy that visiting warships will appreciate is 
that extended in the following notice sent to each com- 
mander by Rear Admiral Evans: “United States Navy 
colliers, the provision ship Glacier and the tank ship Are- 
thusa will be anchored at Hampton Roads during the 
visit of the foreign naval vessels. The Glacier has on 
board refrigerated meats, fresh vegetables and provisions 
called for by the United States Navy ration. ‘The Are- 
thusa has water for steaming purposes. It may be con- 
venient for the foreign visiting ships to make use of these 
supplies and their commanding officers are invited to 
do so.”

The program for the review was as follows: The May- 
flower, with the President’s party on board, steamed up 
and down the anchored columns. and after the review went 
to berth which had been reserved for her abaft the battle- 
ship Connecticut. Immediately upon anchoring the Presi- 
cent received on the Mayfiower the flag officers of the At- 
lantic Fleet. The foreign flag and commanding officers 
were received on board from half-past nine until ten 
o’clock, and they and the flag officers of the Atlantic 
Fleet then proceeded to the landing at the exposition 
grounds. z 

All vessels of the fleet were dressed with flags at eight 
o’clock on Friday morning, and as the Presidential yacht 
approached the anchorage, she was saluted by all of the 
ships in succession as she passed down the line, one ship 
beginning when another stopped. Crews of all ships 
manned the rail as the Mayflower passed. The Presi- 
dent’s parity is made up as follows, in addition to himself : 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, Masters Archie and 
Quentin Roosevelt, Justice Moody, of the Supreme 
Court: Secretary Loeb, Assistant Secretary Bacon and 
Mrs. Bacon, Assistant Secretary Latta, Mrs. Ralph M. 
Cross Johnson, Capt. Fitzhugh Lee, 7th U.S. Cav.; 
Comdr. A. L. Key, U.S.N.: Lieut. Comdr. A. T. Long 
and Dr. K. Ohnesorg, U.S.N. 

Ships of the first and second squadrons of the Atlantic 
Fleet illuminated at night, turning on at half-past seven 
o'clock, with the flagship, and following her motions in 
turning off. 

When the President arrived at the exposition grounds 
he was met at the end of the pier by a military escort, 
and saluted by the United States artillery. When the 
President pressed the gold button starting the machinery 
of the ‘Exposition, it was at the same time the signal for 
the unfurling of more than 1,000 flags on the various 
buildings of the Exposition. and also the signal for a sa- 
lute to the Union by the United States and foreign ships 
assembled in Hampton Roads and by the garrison at Fort 
Monroe. At the conclusion of the salute all of the bands 
on the Exposition grounds played “The Star Spangled 


Banner,” at which time all troops saluted the national 
anthem by presenting arms. 

Immediately thereafter the President of the United 
States reviewed the parade, of which Major Gen. Fred- 
erick D. Grant, U.S.A., was grand marshal. ‘This was 
participated in by the soldiers and sailors of the United 
States and foreign governments and the National Guard. 
From 5 p.m. to 6 p.m. a reception was tendered the Pres- 
ident by the officers and directors of the Jamestown Ex- 
position Company on the rotunda of the Auditorium 
Building. At this reception the President received the 
Diplomatic Corps, the governors of the different states, 
and the official representatives to the Jamestown Tercen- 
tennial Exposition. 

Quite a flotilla left Washington on April 25 bearing the 
officials bound for the opening of the exposition. In a 
sense the Mayflower was the flagship in that it bore the 
Tresident and Mrs. Roosevelt. There followed it the Dol- 
phin, on which were Secretary Metcalf, of the Navy De- 
partment, with whom were a small number of guests. . 
There was also the Jamestown and the Newport News, 
each bearing official visitors. In the list are included: 
Secretary of the Treasury and Mrs. Cortelyou, the Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, Mrs. Oliver and the Misses Oliver; 
the Chief of Staff of the Army and Mrs. Bell, Capt. 
Frank R. McCoy. Major and Mrs. Willcox, Capt., and 
Mrs. R. E. L. Michie, Capt. and Mrs. Grote Hutcheson, 
Major and Mrs. Zalinski, Capt. and Mrs.Loeffler, and sub- 
stantialy all the members of the Diplomatic Corps. 
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TRIAL OF MAJOR FREMONT. 

The G.C.M. for the trial of Major Francis P. Frémont, 
5th U.S. Inf., reconvened at the Army building, New 
York city, April 23. In testifying as to his $300 loan 
from the Thirty-fourth Street National Bank on March 
18, 1905, without security, Major Frémont explained 
that he was in the tobacco business at the time and was 
also interested in some San Francisco waterfront lots. 
He had told Cashier Braine, of the bank, he said, that 
he expected to get some $12,000 from the sale of the lots 
but he had never said that he owned them. He held a 
deed of trust conveyed to him by his sister, Miss Eliza- 
beth B, Frémont. F 

“When my sister told me there would be sufficient 
money from the proceeds of the sale of the lots to’ cancel 
my indebtedness,” Major Frémont told the Court, “I 
believed her, and do still; and when I receive the money 
I shall use it for the purpose originally intended.” _He 
believed that in 1905 the property was worth $30,000 to 





000. 

Details of the Donnelly-Frémont tobacco venture were 
rehearsed by the Major. The Cuban bank president, .E. 
G. Vaughan, of the National Bank of Cuba, stated that 
on the joint signatures of Major Frémont and A. J. 
Donnelly the bank had loaned $2,500 about July 12, 
1905, but it regarded Major Frémont’s signature as the 
only security. On Dec. 6, 1905, Mr. Vaughan said, the 
debt was paid by a Havana firm out of the proceeds of 
the tobacco plantation. 

Both Patrick H. Loftus, counsel for the defendant, and 
Captain Glasgow, judge advocate, completed their -sum- 
ming up on April 25. Mr. Loftus began by saying. that 
Captain Glasgow had failed to establish the truthful- 
ness of the charge that Major Frémont had claimed 
ownership in San Francisco real estate. He said the 
defense had proved that Major Frémont had deposited 
in the Thirty-fourth Street National Bank an amount. 
suflicient to cover his indebtedness there. He pointed 
out also that Donnelly, the defendant’s partner in the’ 
Cuban tobacco venture, could have obtained the $1,500 
which he had lent him from Major Frémont’s deposit of 
$2,500 in the Cuban National Bank, if he had seen fit 
to do so. Then he said that Major Frémont’s intention 
of repaying the Plattsburg National Bank loans had 
been clearly proved. 

Captain Glasgow took up first the Plattsburg National 
Bank loans, saying that Major Krémont had sought to 
avoid payment by going into bankruptcy. He said that 
as the loan of the National Bank of Cuba had been paid 
out of the proceeds of the Cuban tobacco venture, Major 
Frémont still owed Donnelly $1,500. He insisted that 
Major Frémont’s assertion that he had an “interest” in 
the San Francisco property owned by his sister was 
equivalent to his saying that he owned part of it.

Gratuitous issue of canvas clothing. Existing orders 
provide for such issue to mounted troops and Coast Ar- 
tillery only.

Use of penalty envelopes for return of vouchers. Such 
use having been decided to be unauthorized under the 
law, it was directed that Army Regulations 846 be 
amended accordingly.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury Mitchell has de- 
cided in the case of Asst. Paymr. B. B. Westlake that 
the latter is not entitled to five years consecutive con- 
structive service in computing his longevity pay. West- 
lake, Jan. 31 this year, laid claim to an extra allowance 
of $295.51 on the ground that he was appointed from civil 
life. The auditor for the Navy Department turned down 
his extra claim and Westlake appealed. The decision 
says that the appellant served as an enlisted man from 
December, 1898, and was appointed paymaster’s clerk 
Aug. 17, 1902. There were several hiati in his record, 
but on May 11, 1904, he accepted an appointment as as- 
sistant paymaster in the Navy.

The Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury has decided 
that Capt. Herman J. Koehler, master of the sword at 
the U.S. Military Academy, is not a commissioned offi- 
cer of the Army and therefore is not entitled to foreign 
service pay and commutation of quarters or either. In 
this matter he reverses the opinion of the J.A.G. of. the 
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Army. ‘The decision says that Koehler has been Ordered 
abroad,.to, study. the system of physical. training at tho 
capitals of England, France, Germany, Italy, Austria anq 
Sweden and that the law gives him the relative rank of a 
captain, but it does not agree with the J.A.G.. that rela. 
tive ‘rank confers upon Koehler the right of a commis. 
Sioned. officer. ‘ : 
The Comptroller holds in the case of Prof. Lucien 7 
Prud’homme, U.S.N., that his promotion to captain cay. 
ries no increase in pay. In the case of an Army officer in 
the Hot Springs (Ark.) hospital it is held that as the 
orders sending him there for treatment make no change 
in his official station, he is only entitled to the allowances 
given him at Washington, D.C., where his orders sta- 
tion him. ‘ }

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HUMORS OF CENTRAL AMERICAN WAR 

Press despatches state that reports from Central Amer. 
ica received in Washington tell an amusing story of hov 
American marines forced an apology from a Honduran 
revolutionary officer for threatening a United States en 
sign and insulting the British flag as contained in the 
e“cial earresnondence of the U.S.S. Marietta, Comdr 
William F, Fullam, U.S.N., commanding. 

{t apnears that Cel. Louis Isauila. a Honduran revolu- 
tionist, ir command of the port of Tela, Honduras. drev 
a revolver upon Ensign Laurance N. MeNair, of the Ma 
rietta, when the latter was sent ashore at Tela to say that 
American marines would protect foreign property. Colo 
nel Isauila threatened to kill the ensign if he did not de 
sist in ‘his purpose of landing marines. Commander Ful 
lam; of the Marietta, sent a body of marines ashore ti 
demand an apology. from Isauila. These marines founi 
the Colonel with eight men drawn up in skirmish lin 
and were told that Colonel Isauila demanded an apologi 
of the Americans. When, however, the Americans aé- 
vanced and said they intended to have an apology, Isauil: 
hacked down and wrote one. Among the acts for whic 
an apology was asked was the cutting down of a British 
tiag at Salado. Isanila’s soldiers threatened the life ¢ 
William Collins, a British subject, who had raised his fla 
for protection. Commander Fullam informed the Coloné 
that the American marines would not allow insults to th 
Ltritish flag. ; 

Comdr. Robert M. Doyle, U.S.N., commanding tlie U8 
S. Chicago, cabled: from La Union, San Salvador, to th 
Navy Department on April 24 that Nicaragua, Hondurs 
and San Salvador agreed to a peace treaty on the dat 
named above. The Nicaraguans plan to leave the coav 
of Honduras in about four days. A provisional gover 
ment will administer the affairs of Honduras pending! 
presidential and congressional election, which should tal 
place sixty days after the establishment of peace. 














EARTHQUAKE AND FIRE IN MANILA 


The Governor General of the Philippine Islands cablé 
to the War Department April 22 as follows: 

“Manila suffered from two earthquake shocks on Apt 
19; first shock 5 a.m., lasting sixty-two seconds; secotl 
8 a.m., lasting twenty-seven seconds; total duration f 
croseismic movement, two hours eleven and one-haif mb 
utes. . Earthquake most severe one here since 1901, but! 
casualties and little damage. Epicenter of movement be 
tween Triga niount and ‘Mayon voleano, Nueva Cacel 
experienced twenty-two shocks; several stone building 
destroyed and. many walls and arches cracked ; 10 loss 
life. ‘4 

“Tloilo was visited by serious fire same day. lasts 
from 5:20 until 7:40 p.m.: about 1,000 houses destroy” 
in nipa district; about 7.000 persons being left homele* 
estimated loss of 300,000 pesos; no loss of life. Provit 
cial board appropriated 3,000, municipality 1,000 pes 
for relief of sufferers. Commission has appropriated tt 
000 pesos for same purpose and if necessary wil! app 
priate ‘more. ‘ —

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“UNCLE SAM—CANAL DIGGER.” 


Under the above caption Lieut. Joseph A. Baer, 6th 
U.S. Cav., has contributed to Harper’s Weekly an exceed- 
ingly instructive and finely illustrated article apropos to 
ihe placing of the construction of the Panama Canal un- 
der the supervision of the Engineer Corps of the Army. 
Lieutenant Buaer’s paper is not only a just and splendid 
tribute from one arm of the military Service to another— 
covering a multitude of facts presented from time to time 
in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL—but it is so full of 
pertinent information that it really constitutes a valuable 
chapter in the history of Army achievement in peace. 
“That the Engineer Corps is competent to complete the 
construction of the canal,” says the author, “will be evi- 
dent to anyone who will take the trouble to examine its 
record—a record remarkable as much for its unassuming 
modesty and lack of self-advertising as for its notable 
achievements, In preparing an outline of the various 
works of the engineers, it is but fair to include the works 
of those engineers who have received their education at 
the Engineer School, West Point, and in the practical 
school of experience in the corps, and have afterwards 
undertaken engineering work in civil life. 

“In two cases, indeed, I have included men who, 
through lack of vacancies in the Engineer Corps, have 
upon graduation at West Point been commissioned in the 
Aytillery Corps, but have been engaged in engineering 
work. I feel justified in thus including graduates of the 
Military Academy from the fact that up to 1868 West 
Point was*purely an engineer school and a graduate was 
merely an engineer assigned to the engineers, or perhaps 
to the Artillery, Cavalry, or Infantry. 

‘Of the distinctively military engineering work no de- 
tails can be given except to state that at a cost of $130.- 
000,000 they have drawn up all plans and have two-thirds 
finished the task of protecting 4,000 miles of seacoast so 
thoroughly that not only do the great cities feel safe from 
foreign invasion, but also every Congressional district 
that borders on the sea sleeps in security from marauding 
landing forces. 

“The earliest work of national improvement that the 
engineers accomplished was the National Road, the ‘Old 
Cumberland Pike,’ that ran from Cumberland, Md., to St. 
Lonis and made possible the rapid settlement of the great 
Middle West. 

“But the most important service that the corps has 
rendered to the country is the development of the rail- 
road system of the United States. Up to 1855 there was 

ircely a railroad in this country that had not been pro- 
jected, built, and in most cases managed by officers of the 
corns. Theye could follow no precedent, but were com- 
pelled to evolye new methods: they were true pioneers 
blazing the way for the magnificent railway engineering 
science of to-day. Not only did they locate the B. & O., 
but they constructed it and managed it. With their con- 
temporary Army engineers, they built and managed the 
Northern Central, the Erie, Boston & Providence, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford: Boston & Albany, Long 
Island, the Lake Shore, parts of the New York Central, 
most of the Southern R.R., the Ohio & Mississippi, Te- 
huantepee R.R., Mexico & Pacific, Cumberland Valley, 
Virginia & Tennessee, Cuban R.R., and a list of smaller 
roads too numerous to mention. General McClellan built 
the Illinois Central, and was president of the St. Louis 
and Cincinnati: General Bragg built the Gulf, Colorado 
& Santa Fé, Counting engineers and other Army officers, 
forty-nine have been chief engineers, twenty-two served as 
railroad presidents, and counting assistant engineers and 
superintendents, the list mounts up into the hundreds. 

“During the same period the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, 
the old Erie Canal and the Morris Canal were built by 
Army engineers. At the present time, Colonel Symonds, 
of the Engineer Corps, is one of the board of consulting 
engineers on the enlargement of the Erie Canal, The 
great transcontinental railways were all surveyed and 
projected by the corps. Among the familiar names con- 
rected with this work are those of Generals McClellan, 
Hood, Parke, Weaver, Abbot, and Humphreys. Army 
oficers explored the West and mapped it, especially from 
1810 to 1830. 

“Practically every. boundary of the United States and 
most of the state boundaries were surveyed and marked 
by the Engineer Corps. The Coast and Geodetic Survey 
was recognized, and the geodetic survey of the Great 
Lakes was made by the corps. In this connection Captain 
Talbot invented the zenith telescope and the zenith meth- 
od of determining latitude. 

“Although the maintenance and construction of the 
lighthouses are under the Lighthouse Board of the Treas- 
ury Department, they are maintained by the Navy and 
constructed by the Engineer Corps. The tale of the build- 
ing of some of these lights rivals in interest that of Ed- 
dystone and Skerryvore. 

“The Tillamook Rock Light is probably the most ex- 
posed light in the world. Its site is a precipitous rock 
risiig ninety feet from the Pacific about twenty miles 
south of the mouth of the Columbia River. On three 
sides the waves curl over the top of the rock, on the 
foursh is a treacherous swirling current. The first man 
who attempted to scale its sides slipped and fell into the 
current beneath. His body was never recovered. After 
a month of scheming a few men were successfully landed 
and communication was kept up by means of a cable and 
breeches buoy. Due to the rocking of the ship, the cable 
whipped up and down so violently that one man who 
made the passage to the rock refused to return, and spent 
the many remaining years of his life a prisoner on the 
rock. The workmen had first to dig a niche in the rock 
in which to live. The roof and front were anchored by 
heavy ship’s anchor chains to keep them from being 
washed away. The waves dashed over their roof and prac- 
tically compelled them to live underwater. All material 
was landed by means of the cable. After sixteen months 
the light was completed. There are in all 9,000 lights, 
beacons and ranges, of which 1,243 are lights. These 
have been constructed at a cost of $65,000,000. 

“Taking the fourteen principal harbors of the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts, the average available depth has been in- 
creased from 12 feet to 25 feet; a harbor of refuge at the 
Delaware capes has been constructed that has sheltered 
459,000 vessels; docks and breakwaters have been added 
to the harbors, so that the cost of sending a ton of wheat 
to Liverpool has decreased from $5.75 in 1868 to $1.90 
in 1900. Taking thirty-seven out of forty-one of the pres- 
ent important lake harbors, the average available depth 
has been increased from 2 to 18 feet. Fifteen important 
harbors have been made by the construction of break- 
waters and a 20-foot channel has been opened between 
Buffalo and Duluth. This includes the Sault St. Marie 
locks and canal. More tonnage passes through these locks 
annually than clears from the port of New York. [Also 
more than clears from the port of London, we believe.— 
Fa.] In addition, the Hudson, Mississippi, Ohio, and 
Columbia have been made more navigable by a system of 
dredging and locks, The statistician of the Interstate 
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Commerce Commission states that the saving to the Unit- 
ed States due to these inte1ior waterways alone is $340,- 
600,000 annually. The total expenditures of the Engi- 
neer Corps since 1820 on rivers and harbors have been 
$515,000,000. 

“Of this immense work it is difficult to select the most 
noteworthy examples, The most important from a com- 
mercial standpoint is the improvement of New York har- 
bor. The main channel has been deepened from 22 1-2 
feet to 30 feet, and when the dredging is finished a 
straight channel 2,000 feet wide and 40 feet deep will be 
made. All New Yorkers are familiar with the removal 
of the reefs at Hell Gate. In this work the engineers 
blew up Hallets Point and Flood Rock in two simultane- 
ous blasts of numerous mines of high explosives with 
which the rocks were honeycombed—100,000 pounds in 
Hlallets Point and 250,000 pounds in Flood Rock distrib- 
uted in six miles of galleries ; 460,000 cubic yards of rock 
were shattered. In their dredging work they have de- 
signed a type of self-containing dredge that is the most 
economical machine of its kind in the world. 

“Galveston Harbor is the most important. port on the 
Gulf of Mexico west of the Mississippi. Up to 1890 
there were but thirteen feet of water over the bar, and 
large vessels were loaded by lighters five miles from shore. 
To-day the jetties built by the corps aggregate twelve 
miles in length, and with the dredging and scouring from 
currents thus created there are now thirty feet of water 
ever the bar. 

“In 1853, President Pierce sent a note to Lieut, Mont- 
goemery C. Meigs saying that he wanted him to build the 
most beautiful dome in the world. Meigs replied, ‘I will, 
sir” The wings and dome of the Capitol Building at 
Washington were the result. Thomas W. Walter was 
associated with Meigs as architect, but the beauty of the 
structure was mostly due to the latter and all the plans 
of construction were of his designing. In this work Meigs 
invented the process of turning stone columns in a lathe. 
Meigs also built the Washington Aqueduct which crosses 
a ravine by Cabin John’s Bridge, a single masonry arch 
of 228 feet span. This was for years the longest masonry 
arch in the world. Meigs afterward was Quartermaster 
General during the Civil War. 

“To Thomas L. Casey was given the task of building 
a foundation under a masonry structure. then 156 feet 
high, weighing 35,000 tons—the half-completed Washing- 
ton Monument. This was successfully accomplished by a 
system of opposite tunnels, and the monument was con- 
tinued to a height of 555 feet. Casey afterward built the 
State, War and Navy Department Building, and the Li- 
brary of Congress. This was Casey’s life-work—a monu- 
ment that he left to the corps. The Post-office Building 
at Washington is another of the corps’ structures. ¥. V. 
Greene, when an engineer officer, conducted his famous 
experiments on paving material. He resigned to become 
president of an asphalt company and has developed, prac- 
tically single-handed, the asphalt pavement of to-day, 
Another engineer, Capt. Eugene Griffin, made an exhaus- 
tive examination of street-railway traction. His treatise, 
distributed through the country, started the electric trac- 
tion system. He resigned to organize and manage the 
railway department of the General Electric Company. 

“Army engineers were associated with the Croton Aque- 
duct, Philadelphia Water Supply, plans for the Elevated 
Road (George S. Greene), and General Raymond (re- 
tired) is at present engaged in the digging of the East 
Itiver tunnels. Prof. FE. S. Holden, formerly a lieutenant 
of engineers, built the Washburn Observatory in Wiscon- 
sin and also the Lick Observatory. 

“Scientific books and publications too numerous to men- 
tion have been written by members of the corps. One of 
the latest is by Major D. D. Gaillard on ‘Wave Action in 
Relation to Engineering Structures.’ Major Gaillard is 
one of the engineer officers detailed as assistant to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Goethals in the work of completing the 
Panama Canal. The treatise is in an entirely new field 
and shows the originality and thoroughness of the author, 
This same originality he displayed in his work on the Du- 
luth Harbor improvements. In the construction of his 
breakwater he evolved a method of moulding his concrete 
hlocks in place underwater. From Duluth Major Gail- 
lard went to Washington, where he served on the General 
Staff. 

“Major William L. Sibert, the second assistant of 
Lieutenant Colonel Goethals, has lately been on the Ohio, 
Allegheny, Monongahela, and Kentucky river improve- 
ments. This is an enormous work, including thirty locks 
and dams and maintaining a six-foot channel for the coal 
and iron barges throughout the year. 

“Not the least important river and harbor service that 
the Engineer Corps has rendered the country is the work 
of the Engineer Board in killing unworthy improvement 
appropriation schemes. ‘This and their construction work 
are necessarily so important in the eyes of Congress that 
there is danger that the true weight of the Panama Canal 
work may be lost sight of. The digging of the canal is a 
project that has baffled engineers for four centuries. It is 
the greatest administrative problem of the age. ‘To suc- 
ceed, the office of the Chief of Engineers must be free to 
concentrate all its energies upon this one project—every- 
thing else is secondary. Until the canal is well under way, 
let the Army engineers alone.”

POLO IN MANILA. 
Manila, P.I., Mareh 14, 1907. 

The best polo season that Manila has ever known ter- 
minated, at the conclusion of the division meet, with a 
series of games played between the Manila Civil and the 
Manila Military and the Sth Cavalry teams. This news 
should put joy in the heart of every lover of the game 
who sooner or later will have to come to the Philippines. 
Gentlemen, notice is hereby given you to bring your 
ponies, for a game awaits you out here with the Manila 
Civil team that will take the best you have in men and 
horses to beat, and this is not written by a member of 
the team, either. 

The day is not far distant when the yearly tournament 
at Manila will rival in interest the tournaments held by 
the English regiments in India. Already a_ beautiful 
silver loving cup, presented by the University Club of 
Manila, has been hotly contested for and won by the 
Manila Civil team. 

The first game of the series was played between the 
Manila Military and the 8th Cavalry. At the last mo- 
ment Captain Barnum, of the Cavalry, was ordered 
away, so the latter had only three players to line up 
against the Manila Military, which team dropped a man 
to make sides even. However, with the good strings of 
ponies that the 8th Cavalry had brought with them from 
Camp Wallace, they were able to ride the Military team 
pretty much to a standstill and won ‘handily with the 
seore of 3 to 144. 

The second game was the most stubbornly contested 
of the series. The Military, reinforced by a forage on 





the 8th Cavalry for horses, went on the field determined 
to do the “Cits,” and for the first two periods it looked 
like a possibility, but in the last period the enemy 
managed to make a goal and the game was theirs by the 
score of 1 to 4, the Military team having made a safety 
and having been penalized one foul. 

In the third game the “Cits” had apparently gained 
considerable experience by their narrow squeak in the 
second. They opened up with their team much perfected, 
as the first period soon developed. Goal after goal was 
obtained with machine-like regularity. In the third 
period the Sth took a brace and held them long enough 
to rap out a goal, which made the final score 5 to % in 
favor of the “Cits.” 

In a final effort to best the Manila people, a picked 
team was assembled from the two vanquished teams, but 
after a gallant attempt they too went down to defeat. 
Score, 2% to 2 

It will be noticed that the scores were comparatively 
close. The games were fought for all that was in horses 
and men. The meet in all its aspects was considered a 
great success, both by victors and losers. 

Periods were at first decided to be of twelve minutes 
each, but as the Manila Civil team had only one horse

ter-at-arms, of the U.S.S. Tennessee. The sentence was 
approved by Seeretary Metcalf on April 24, and the 
State prison at Wethersfield, Conn., has been selected 
as the place of confinement. Burke’s crime was com- 
mitted on the night of Feb. 6, while the Tennessee was 
at the League Island Navy Yard. 

A three-story brick building, occupied as a pattern 
shop and storehouse at the navy yard, Kittery, Me., 
was ruined by fire April 24. The fire started from some 
unknown cause on the top floor, used as the pattern shop, 
and extended to the lower stories, which were occupied 
as storerooms. A large number of costly patterns, val- 
uable brass fittings and other stores were destroyed or 
badly damaged. Unofficially the loss is estimated at 
$150,000. 

Enlisted men of the Marine Corps may now deposit 
their savings with the paymaster or assistant paymaster 
of the corps or such officers as may carry their pay ac- 
counts. This places the members of the Marine Corps 
on the same plane with enlisted men of the Army and 
Navy as regards their savings. The deposits in no case 
must be less than $5 a month. The money while on 
deposit with the Government will draw interest at the 
rate of four per cent. 

After June 30, 1907, the commutation of rations for 
enlisted men of the Navy will cease, and after that date 
no rations will be commuted except for chief petty offi- 
cers’ messes and in those individual cases where it is 
authorized by special direction of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. Under new arrangements it will be possible to 
make use of funds available under issues of articles of 
ration and apply it toward the purchase of articles which 
are not included in the ration, provided the expenditures 
thus made do not éxceed in amount the regular allot- 
ment. 

In the U.S. District Court at Norfolk, Va., April 19, 
Judge Waddill declined to dismiss on demurrer the suit 
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for $6,500 brought against the United States government 
by the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Com- 
pany to recover, because of additional expenses brought 
about when the Secretary of the Navy required the speed 
tests of the cruiser Charleston to be conducted under the 
new standardization method, instead of the ordinary four- 
hour run at sea. The court held that if the Secretary of 
the Navy in kis discretion required the use of the stand- 
ardization method, when the contract did not call for this, 
and such resulted in additional expense to the contrac- 
tors, the latter would be entitled to damages, providing 
the facts were in accordance with the allegations. The 
case was set for trial on its merits June 28-29.

CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS. 


The Navy Department has just issued ‘‘Changes in Navy 
R culations, No. 5,’’ dated April 4, 1907. The following new 
article is inserted: 

i89 1-2. The captain shall require that there be kept on 
haad, in accordance with the allowances of such materials pre- 
scribed by the allowance lists of the various Bureaus, a suffi- 
cient quantity of cement, composition, and paint to prevent 
corrosion or other deterioration. Except as provided in 
Articles 1346 and 1369, he shall require that the allowance 
under each Bureau be used for the protection and preservation 
from corrosion of such parts of the ship, its machinery and 
fiitings as are under the cognizance of that Bureau. Materials 
of this character supplied for the protection of machinery and 
fittings under the cognizance of Bureaus other than the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair should not be used for pro- 
teciion of bulkheads, bunkers, bilges, double bottoms, or 
other hull members or fittings wherever located. 

Par. 4 of Article 1637 is striken out. The provisions on 
page 262, Section 7, for the commutation for quarters, light, 
fuel and subsistence, are as follows: 

Article 1238. 


_ Renumber Paragraphs (2), (3), and (4), as (4), (5), and 
(6), respectively, and insert following as Paragraphs (2) and 
(3): 





1238. (2) Officers of the Navy enumerated in Article 1239 
serving ‘‘with troops’’ are entitled to their proper allowance of 
public quarters or of quarters hired by the Government for 


them, or eommutation therefor; or, if not serving ‘‘with 
troops,’’ are entitled to their proper allowance of public 
quarters or commutation therefor. Officers of the Marine 
Corps on duty ‘‘with troops’’ are entitled to their proper al- 
lowance of public quarters or quarters hired by the Govern- 
ment for them; or, if not serving ‘‘with troops,’’ to public 
quarters or commutation therefor. 

(3) Where there are no public quarters belonging to the 
Government, and where there are not sufficient quarters 
possessed by the United States to accommodate him, any 
officer enumerated in Article 1239 serving ‘‘with troops’’ may 
quest that quarters providing accommodations suitable to 
his rank be hired by the Government and furnished him in 
kind, which request shall be forwarded to the Department for 
action, through the proper channels, with recommendation as 
to quarters available for hire for his use. 

Article 1239.

R. M. S. writes: In a late issue of the Journal you stated 
that the bill granting $6.25 to retired enlisted men in lieu 
of fuel and quarters had passed and was now a law. If so, 
why was I not paid the additional $6.25 last month, or is it 
necessary for the Pay Department to wait until the A.R. have 
been amended by a G.O. before it is a law? Will pay from 
date of passage of bill be paid on this month’s vouchers?

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THE MODERN CHINESE ARMY. 


Capt. Charles T. Boyd, 10th Cav., U.S.A., contributes 
to the Metropolitan Magazine an account of his obser- 
vations of the Chinese army, illustrating his remarks 
with snap-shot photographs taken by him. According 
to the statement of Yuam Shi Kai, governor of the 
Province of Pechili, China is only about fifty years be- 
hind the nations of the West, and is hastening to catch 
up. 

Captain Boyd first visited the troops of General Ma, 
whic’: necessitated a journey of twelve days, 420 miles, 
in a springless Pekin cart. General Ma is described 
as a man of sixty-seven, who looks to be no more than 
fifty. His mustache is iron gray, but his hair is still 
black. He is of large build, with a strong, intellectual 
face. Energy and force are written in his features, as 
well as in the clear black of his piercing eyes. His 
methods of discipline are indicated by the fact that when 
the friends of an officer who had been sentenced to be 
beheaded for absence without leave were pleading for 
his life, Ma took up the axe and with his own hand cut 
off the head of the culprit. 

Describing a parade he saw, Captain Boyd tells us 
that the ranks face each other, and were drilled alter- 
nately, the commands being given by word of mouth 
with force and snap, the movements in precision and 
time being hard to excel. There were no intervals be- 
tween companies or regiments, the men stood elbow to 
elbow. All the marching was done with the goose step, 
the free arm swinging far to the front. The men in the 
lines were more than average size. 

Everywhere one could see the effect and the result of 
the German instruction. No foreign instructors were 
seen and it was asserted that none were with the troops, 
but there were manifest evidences of Japanese instruc- 
tion. Captain Boyd says: “I saw one Japanese at Pao- 
ting-fou in Chinese costume who gave evidence of being 
an instructor, though he was not seen with the troops. 
There are Japanese instructors in southern China. In 
the Yang-tse provinces the instructors are principally 
German.” 

At a review given by General Yu, who was in im- 
mediate command of the troops, all the commands were 
given by bugle. At the proper command the lines formed 
columns of platoons, the band leading, and in this for- 
mation passed in review. In reforming line from mass 
the movements were not made by wheeling and moving 
in sets of fours; to the contrary, each company moved 
out in fan shape, as do our skirmishers, using short 
mincing steps instead of our “double time” or run. Cap- 
tain Boyd says: “The most interesting exercise, though, 
was the formation for attack. A line of dense masses 
was formed, and the leading element in each mass 
moved forward and halted. Presently, platoons detached 
themselves from these elements and moved to the front 
in columns of twos. Each platoon then halted, deployed 
into line in close order and opened fire. Squads were 
then formed from these lines, and moved out also in 
columns of twos; then they deployed into thin lines 
something like our skirmishers and opened fire. Now 
the skirmishers extended clear across the field. In sup- 
port was a line of platoons. In reserve was the line of 
masses. The skirmishers continued to advance, each 
squad first moving to its center and forming column of 
twos, then opening out into skirmish order to fire. Every 
advance was made in this way, with the object, no 
doubt, of reducing the extent of the exposed front. (I 
have been informed that the Japanese used this same 
method when moving forward to attack the Russian 
lines. Our method is to advance in thin lines rather 
than in thin columns.) 

“During the advance the line of skirmishers. would 








‘kneel upon halting, and, finally, as the exercise pro- 


gressed, would lie down. At each halt the motions of 
firing were gone through with, but no cartridges of any 
kind were used. Instead, each skirmisher, as he fired, 
made a whistling sound in imitation of the whistling of a 
bullet. When we heard the whole line doing this, it did 
give us the impression of being under fire, with the bul- 
lets whistling above our heads. The troops went through 
a drill something like our bayonet drill, did the manual, 
with facings and goose steps, kneeling, lay down, and 
did the firing drill, the band giving in each case the sig- 
nals and the time. For precision and accuracy this 
drill could hardly be excelled. 

“Moving about among the troops while the drill was 


in progress, one could see the effect of the constant 
drilling and exercising to which these soldiers are ac- 
customed. They were all healthy looking, with clear 
eyes and hard muscles; their movements were easy and 
natural; they seemed strong and ready. The discipline 
was perfect. 

“About every soldier’s rifle was a red cloth, covering 
the breech mechanism, and in every muzzle was a rod 
from which protruded a red tassel. These precautions 
were taken to protect the rifles from dust and moisture.” 

In the artillery there were six horses to each gun, 
except a large 4-inch gun, which had eight, and mountain 
guns with two each. The breech and the barrel of each 
cannon were covered with a large piece of red cloth 
closely wrapped and tied. Everything about the guns 
was scrupulously clean. 

Captain Boyd says: “As far as the men were con- 
cerned the drill was excellent, but the horses seemed 
very small for the large wheeled pieces. ‘The horses 
that were not ridden were led by the cannoneers. The 
battery went into action so well that I asked to have 
the movement repeated. To my surprise the whole pro- 
gram was repeated from the beginning simply to do this 
one movement. This seemed to indicate that it was 
only by program that the ‘artillery could drill. In any 
ease this left a very unfavorable impression upon our 
minds. 

“General Cheng told us that in the drilling of re- 
cruits each man was required to carry sand in his knap- 
sack. For the first day he carried two ounces; on each 
succeeding day he increased this amount by two ounces 
until at last he was carrying sixteen pounds. On this 
particular day the recruits were carrying twelve ounces. 
The General also informed us that these men could run 
in the way we saw them running for ten consecutive 
hours, and arrive at the end of that time in a fit condi- 
tion for fighting. Their ‘double time’ is less in time and 
length of step than our own; it is like a running walk, 
though somewhat faster. It is said that the Italian 
troops practise a similar gait and can run great dis- 
tances.” 

During an attack upon an imaginary enemy, each 
time the range was given the corporals ran crouching 
along the line inspecting the sights in their squads to 
see that the men had fixed their sights. “The right 
platoons each time advanced the line in rushing forward, 
the left platoons only coming up as far as the line on 
which the right for the moment rested. This was true 
even after the skirmish line had absorbed all the sup- 
ports. The skirmish line was reinforced by squads from 
the supports and these by squads from the platoons in 
reserve. The commands were by word of mouth, re- 
peated by the bugle. Whenever the line kneeled or lay 
down the supports did likewise, the officers also taking 
cover. Finally, the reserves being absorbed, rapid fire 
was delivered, bayonets were fixed, and the men ad- 
vanced at a double time to the charge. The bugle 
sounded three times, each being a signal to charge. After 
each signal the entire line charged, cheering, delivering 
not one, but three charges in one. The line was halted 
at the edge of the plain and the skirmishers assembled. 
I then inspected the companies and found no one breath- 
ing heavily, nor even one with his mouth open to assist 
in breathing. Their charging across the plain seemed to 
be no more than ordinary exercise. The troops then 
moved off at the goose step, in order, with delightful 
swing.” 

Observations extending over several months lead 
Captain Boyd to the conclusion that these things are 
necessary to make first-class soldiers of the Chinese: 
First, European dress; second, honest and efficient offi- 
cers; third, something to fight for, which means that the 
soldiers will be united, that they will have the will and 
determination to fight, that they will have a definite ob- 
ject for which to sacrifice life. When these conditions 
are fulfilled China will be a power; until then she is a 
temptation to any nation seeking an extension of terri- 
tory. c

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THE CRUISER OF THE FUTURE. 
(From the Scientific American.) 

The recent launch of the British first-class cruiser 
Indomitable marked the advent among the fleets of the 
world of the most notable warship of the day. In saying 
this, we do not exclude even the Dreadnought, epoch- 
making vessel though she was. 

The Indomitable is so entirely unlike any other war- 
ship as to be quite in a class by herself. She is swift 
enough to overtake, and powerful enough to sink, the 
fastest cruisers that are afloat on the high seas to-day. 
Were the most formidable battleship to attack her while 
she was destroying her quarry, she could swing her guns 
upon the ship, and overwhelm it by pouring in a long- 
range armor-piercing fire from her battery of eight twelve- 
inch guns. Armed, as she will be, with a new pattern 
of twelve-inch rifle, of considerably greater range and 
hitting power than any naval gun afloat to-day, she would 
be a fair match, if we except the Japanese Kashima and 
Katori, for any two existing battleships that might be 
opposed to her; for with her high speed of twenty-five 
knots an hour at command, she could choose her own 
bearing. and range, and place her shots in greater num- 
bers, and with greater remaining energy at the range 
adopted, than could the enemy. By taking position where 
the shells of the enemy must strike her armor obliquely, 
her seven inches of face-hardened Krupp steel protection 
would, at the long range selected, be proof against a vital 
penetration. 

The leading particulars of the Indomitable and her 
sisters, the Inflexible and Invincible, are as follows: 
Length, 530 feet, or 30 feet more than that of the largest 
cruiser afloat, beam, 78 feet 6 inches; draft, 26 feet; 
displacement, 17,250 tons ; horsepower, 41,000; and speed, 
25 knots. Although the armor is not so heavy as that 
usually carried on the battleships (though it equals that 
of the “Duncan” class), it covers almost the whole of the 
hull, being carried nearly to the level of the upper deck. 
It has a maximum thickness of seven inches amidships, 
and tapers to four inches at the ends. 

Next to her speed, the most surprising feature of the 
Indomitable is her armament, which consists of eight 
twelve-inch guns—twice the number carried in battle- 
ships—carried in four turrets, one forward, one aft, and 
ene on either beam, the last-named turrets being placed 
en echelon, or diagonally to the center line of the ship. 
This renders all of the twelve-inch guns available on 
either broadside, and enables the Indomitable to concen- 
trate six twelve-inch ahead, six astern, and eight on each 
broadside. The high freeboard of these vessels will enable 
them to fight their guns in heavy weather, since both 
the forward turrets and the two wing turrets are carried 
at a height of from thirty-four to thirty-six feet above

With the above title, an anonymous German a:(hor 
has published a book which adds another to the leizthy 
list of German works devoted to alarmist specu!.tion 
as to future wars. The author, who signs hi:iself 
“Seestern,” appears to have had two objects in viey;: 
First, to emphasize what he clearly regards as serious 
defects in Germany’s national defenses, and second, to 
excite distrust and enmity among those nations which he 
considers hostile to the German empire. He pictures 
England as plotting to force a war upon Germany ani 
America as playing the part of Mephistopheles, urgin; 
others to destruction in order that she may fatten on 
their misfortunes. The land and sea forces of I'rane 
are accused of sinister designs upon the peace of Europe, 
Italy is warned that England is her secret enemy. Spain 
and Portugal are sneered at, and Japan is descriled as 
inordinately greedy and inherently treacherous. 

The great war which the author conjures up for the 
entertainment of his readers has its starting point in a 
incident in Samoa in which several British warshi)s ar 
destroyed by a superior force of the German navy, ani 
for which Germany refuses to pay an indemnity. Forma! 
war ensues. Australia and Italy, after some hesitation 
join Germany, and France, Spain and Portugal adi their 
forces to England’s. Russia remains neutral, and with 
the United States and Japan eventually gather the spoil 
when the other nations have exhausted themselves i 
the contest. The war comes to an end owing to a wi 
versal uprising of the black and yellow races, «nd it 
view of the danger to Europeans the German PE perv 
graciously proposes terms for an armistice, which ar 
accepted. ‘The terms of peace are curious for the reas 
that, although England triumphs on the sea aid th 
Kaiser is powerless to send assistance to his subject 
abroad, England and France are each required to pay ti 
Germany war indemnity of $1,250,000,000. 

This fanciful book closes with a scene in the Jritish 
House of Commons, where Mr. Balfour, as Prime Minis 
ter, admits that “there is only one large fleet on the 
seas to-day, and that is the fleet of the United States.’ 
Mr. Balfour is further quoted as remarking thot “the 
destiny of the world no longer lies in the hands of the 
two naval powers of the Germanic race, no longe with 
England and Germany, but on land it has fallen tv Rus 
sia, and on sea to the United States of America,” ani 
he goes on to point. out that the Government »°f tle 
United States, having requested Great Britain to witl- 
draw her garrisons from her West Indian possessions, 
there is nothing for it but to acquiesce.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


General Kuropatkin’s recent book on the Russi:in de 
feat in the war with Japan, in which he placed tlt 
blame for that defeat on his subordinates, is © ‘.arpl 
criticized in the London Standard by a writer whi sigt 
himself ‘‘One Who Served Under Him.” This write 
admits that Generals Sassulich, Bilderling, [Jenner 
kampf, Kaubars and others were broken reeds ov whic! 
no commander-in-chief couid safely depend for e:‘ectivt 
support, but he contends that the rank and file of tle 
Russian army have been most unfairly treated by Kut 
patkin in his book. ‘The Russian soldier, he adds, “ 
admirable military material and may yet make his mark 
in the history of Europe. The writer goes on to saJ: 
“The Russian soldier is still the man of Borodino, ¢ 
Sevastopol and of Plevna. Against all the odds whieh 
opposed him in Manchuria he made a fight the signif 
cance of which the world, perhaps, is only slowly be 


ginning to realize. In the delirium of praise which has 
hailed the Japanese as the unconquerable soldier of tht 
world there is room for a thought—and it is one ™ 


arouse searchings of heart—as to the value of tlic mal 
who, ill-equipped and ill-led, opposed him so stoutly 
the pitched battles of Liao-yang, the Sha-ho, ani Muk 
den; and, though always defeated, he was never com 
pletely routed beyond hope of rallying. The ilitat! 
prowess of a reformed Russia may one day prove. a dis 
comfiting revelation to the nations of continental 
Europe.”

that famous battle, are few and far between. “Le Liot 
Belge” is essentially a Belgian monument, the liov beint 

n lion, Some years after its erection a fe 
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enterprising young Frenchmen clambered up the pyramid 
during the night, and, by some extraordinary efforts, 
turned this lion right round, with its tail, instead of its 
head, towards France. But those are bygone days, and 
ihe tradition that existed for many years that all the 
Belgicns ran away has been rightly proved to be apocry- 
yhal. 

While officers of the United States Army have reason to 
complain against the restrictions which forbid them to 
publish faets or opinions on matters of military concern, 
their brethren of the British army are still worse off in 
this respect. For proof of this note the following para- 
graph, contained in the King’s Regulations, published 
in army orders for April: “Officers and soldiers are for- 
hidden to publish or communicate, either directly or in- 
direcily, to the Press any military information or their 
views on any military subject without special authority. 
Any information of a professional nature which they may 
acquire while traveling or employed on duty is to be 
regarded as the property of the War Department, and 
is not to be published in any form without previously ob- 
taining the permission of the Army Council. Officers 
and soldiers will be held responsible for all statements 
contained in communications to their friends which may 
subsequently be published in the Press. They are not 
to prejudge questions which are under the consideration 


of superior military authority by the publication, anony- 
mously or otherwise, of their opinions, and they are not 
to take part in public in a discussion relating to orders, 
regulations, or instructions issued by their superiors.” 

It is officially announced that the reports of the British 
officers who were attached to the Japanese armies during 
the late war, which have up to the present been treated 
as confidential, and issued only to General Staff officers 
and others of responsible rank, will shortly be revised 
and published for sale to the general public. They should 
rae interesting reading to students of military history. 

Notwithstanding that an official commission has re- 
ported that the destruction of the French battleship aime 
was caused by the decomposition and explosion of the 

B powder in one of her magazines, Le Yacht declares 
that the idea of foul play is not absent from the minds 
of French officers. It is known that the anti-military 
propaganda and Socialism are rampant in the dockyards 
and the notion that some malevolent person caused the 
catastrophe is pronounced not to be absolutely chimerical. 
It is not yet certain whether the Jena can be repaired. 
Vice-Admiral Marquis, the naval prefect, reported to M. 
Thomson that the machinery, except certain of the con- 
densers, did not appear to have suffered, and that there- 
fore the ship might be made good, but no decision has 
yet been arrived at. All the breach mechanisms of the 
guns, sights and other delicate appliances have been re- 
moved, and are not in a bad state. M. Thomson denies 
that there Is any discouragement in the navy, which 
will not be influenced because of unhappy accidents. 

In Spite of the opposition in England to the Channel 
tunnel project, it is still strongly favored in many circles 
in France. The France Militaire, believing an An- 
glo-French alliance to be inevitable, would like to see 
the tunnel constructed, but others hold the opinion that 
sea transport has even greater advantages. The con- 
clusion, however, is the same, and the France Militaire 
says that in case of war against Germany, France must 


sauaet the co-operation of a British army with the French 
y. 


: According to the annual report of the Canadian Militia 

Council for 1906, just published, the shooting of the 
Dominion School of Musketry is reported to be higher 
than that of previous years. The Ross rifle was used ex- 
clusively by the officers and men undergoing instruction. 
It is reported by them to be well adapted for quick-firing 
at movable and disappearing objects, and to be partic- 
ularly accurately sighted in regard to elevation. ‘The 
Ross rifle was placed in the hands of the troops in June, 
1906, and the report shows that as the rifle aims at being 
a modification of all modern patterns of small arms, its 
introduction revealed the weak points inherent in new 
models, ‘hey are now well known, and good progress has 
been made in remedying them. A very careful and thor- 
ough inspection is made, during manufacture, of com- 
ponents and of the finished rifle. The materials enter- 
ing into the composition of the rifle are carefully tested, 
and defects, as far as possible, obviated. 

: Berlin advices state that the German military authori- 
ties have been conducting a series of interesting experi- 
ments at the Heubude coast-defense battery, Danzig Bay, 
with the object of determining the efficiency of modern 
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ordnance in repelling captive and free balloons. The 
battery was equipped with ten-centimeter guns and mor- 
tars. Shrapnel was the ammunition used. Floating 
at a height that varied between 18,000 and 25,000 feet, 
balloons of one hundred cubic meters capacity were quite 
easily brought down. Only one balloon escaped inland.

DRILL REGULATIONS FOR THE INFANTRY, Revised 1904.
